whose entire capital stock was owned by the St, Paul, Miuneapo- 
Jis ife Manitoba railway, and the Montana Central railway, which 
was operated under a lease, were leased to the Great Northern 
Hailway company to be operated for a specified sum, tor the term 
of 999 years, and that the following properties and securieties 
were transferred to the the Great Northern Railway company by 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway company as sub- 
scription to capital stock, the same being made for the benefit of 
the St P. M. & M, railway stockholders.

ary 1, 1890, to Jnne 30, 1896, the end of the fiscal year. To avoid 
duplication of the mileage, stock, funded debt and debt per mile 
of these two reporting companies are given as that of the Great 
Northern Railway company. 

The groBB eamiugB of the Northern Pacific Railroad company, 
as given in the table, is only for rail lines, and does not inclnde 
$126,648.29 earnings of Ccenr d'Alene lake and river water trans- 
portation. 

The total mileage reported by the Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
Sanlt Ste. Marie does not include 160 miles of line in North Da- 
kota graded but not yet completed for operation. The capital 
stock of the company, however, covers this uncompleted road. 

FHEE TEANBPOBTATION OP PBEIOHT. 

The subject of free transportation of freight to destitute parties 
of our State is a difficult problem. The several railroad companies 
have done a large amount of free business, and, while we commend 
their generosity, we recommend that this business be based 
strictly on actual uecessity. It is demoralizing in its effects and 
interferes with the establishment of permanent cheap rates, 
which would be of far greater benefit to the State than so large a 
free business.

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COMPLAINTS. 



Since the organizntion of this Board, November 19, 1890, many 
complaints have been filed with the Commission by citizens of 
the State relating to grievances against the railroads. These com- 
plaints have received the prompt and careful attention of the 
Board, the majority of them have been adjusted to the satisfac- 
tion of the parties complaining. Several have been carried to 
the courts and some are still pending. The greater number of 
these coraplaintB have grown out of the inability of the railroad 
companies to furnish cars for grain shipment promptly. We be- 
lieve the roads have done all in their power to meet the demands 
in this respect fairly and without discrimination or distinction. 

We herewith give the cases in detail: 

Transfer switch at Grand Forks. 

CITIZENS OF GRAND FORKS, N. D., V3. THE GREAT 
NORTHERN RAILWAY AND THE NORTHERN PA- 
CIFIC RAILWAY. 

This case was brought before the Commission at their meeting 
on January 29, 1890, by the following communication from the 
Chamber of Commerce of the city of Grand Forks, which was 
considered by the Board and placed on file for investigation :

Grand Forks, N. D,, January 25, 1B90. 
To Ihe Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — Two years ago the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
petitioned the Northern Pacific and St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba railwayt 
to place a switch and transfer at their intersection, in the northern part of the 
city, the same being demandtd by the increasing wholesale business and the large 
number of distributing houses for farm machinery in the city of Grand Forks. 
After some time both railway companies agreed to join in putting in such switch. 
Repeated urgent requests have been made to the officers of said roads, and also to 
your predecessors, the Railroad Commissioners of Dakota Territory, which have 
been o£ no avail. 

This Chamber, on behalf of the business men of Grand Forks, hereby 
request that you take immediate cognizance of this complaint, investigate the 
matter and view the ground at said intersection between said roads and formally . 
order said railroad companies 10 provide every facility for the transfer of freight

After a thorough investigation by the Board, they decided naan- 
imoiiBly that there was a necessity for such transfer facilities, and 
that the demands of the citizens of Grana Forks were reasona- 
ble, in order to promote the convenience and accommodation of 
the public, and at a regular meeting of the Board, held March 7, 
1890, the following resolution was adopted: 

"Besolved, That the secretary be instructed to notify the North- 
em Pacific and the Great Korthem railroads that the people of 
Grand Forks have petitioned, and this Board requests, that a 
transfer switch or "Y" be placed at the crossing of said roads at 
Grand Forks as soon as practicable." 

On March 10, 1890, the following letter was sent to the Great 
Northern Railway Company and one of similar import to the 
Northern Pacific Kailroad Company;

No reply was received from Colonel Clongh in regard to the 
matter, btit at a meeting of the board held in St. Paul on April 
16, 1890, he said that his road did not admit that there was any 
necessity for a transfer switch at Qrand Forks, but he assured the 
Board that he would send a represeutative of his road with them 
to investigate the matter within ten days, and that he would notify 
the Board when to meet him at Grand ForkR No notice was ever 
received by the Board and no representative of the Great North- 
em railway was ever sent to investigate the matter with the Board. 

And at a meeting of the board held at Jamestown, N. D., on 
May 16, 1890, the following order was dnly made, adopted and 
entered of record.

interchange of cars and traffic between your respective lines of road at said point. 
Said "Ys," transfer switches and all other transfer facilities hereinbefore mentioned 
to be completed within thirty days from the date of the services of this notice.

At a meetlDg of the Board, held at Jamestown August 22, 1890, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

"Resolved, That the Attorney General be instructed to begin 
suit to compel the Great Northern Railway to pot in the "Y" or 
transfer switch at Grand Forks, as per order ot the Board of May 
16, 1890." 

Suit was begun before Judge Templeton of the First Judicial 
District, and the case was argued in chambers at Graud Forks, Oc- 
tober 14, 1890, by Attorney General Geo. F. Goodwiu for the 
State and General Solicitor M. D. Grover for the Great Northern 
Eailway. The case was taken under advisement by tlie judge, 
and uo decision has yet been rendered. 

THE MILTON FARMEES CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATION 
vs. THE GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

In this ease the Farmers Co-operative asssociation had peti- 
tioned the Great Northern railway for a site for an elevator at 
Milton, N. D., and the site had been refused. They appealed to 
the Commission and were referred to Chapter 189, Laws of 1890, 
entitled "An act providing for the erection of public grain ware- 
houses and elevators, on the right of way of railroad corporations 
and contiguous thereto, and prescribing condemnation proceed- 
ings in connection therewith." This act providing t 
remedy the Commission had no juristliction in the matter. 



KENT & BROWN vs. THE GREAT NORTHERN EAILWAY. 

On March 31, 1890, Messrs. Kent & Brown made complaint 
against the Great Northern railway. The firm were shippers of 
produce, principally to Helena and Butte, Mont, and to Tacoma 
and Seattle, Wash. Their complaint was that they were com- 
pelled to pay the same rate from Lakota, N. D., that shippers 
from St. Paul, Minn., were charged to the same points in the 
west As this matter was not nnder the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mission Messrs. Kent & Brown were so informed and recom- 
mended to make complaint to the Inter-State Commerce Oom- 
missioD. 
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CITIZENS OF HICKSON, N. D. vs. THE CHICAGO, MIL- 
WAUKEE & St. PAUL RAILWAY. 

Tliis is a case that came from the Territorial Railroad Com- 
mission November 16, 1889, the citizens of Hickson asking that a 
depot be built at that point. 'Soon after the organization of this 
Board the matter was taken up and tbe railroad company asked to 
grant the request of the citizens. To this request the following 
reply was received:

This entire matter wag officiallv acted upon by the former Board of Railroad 
Commissioners of North Dakota, and this company was excused from establish- 
ing a station at that point, the Honorable Board having found that the people in 
that vicinity had BuiBcient station accommodations. 

As a matter of fact, there is no development there whatever, and the estab- 
lishment of a station there would afford a precedent for establishing a station at 
any point where two or three people chose to claim a town. 

For our company, I would say that we are at all times ready to enter on any 
course that will enhance our revenues, and, if you will permit the eipression, we 
are on the "keen scent" for places at which stations can be located with profit. In 
the opinion of the writer, there Is absolutely no grounds for creating a station at 
Yorktown, and we cannot entertain a proposition that would lead to the estab- 
lishment of one.

J. E. WHITE et al. OF EDINBURGH, WALSH COUNTY, 
vs. THE GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

On September 1, 1890, J. E. White, and others of Edinburgh 
sent a petition to the Governor of the State asking that a depot 
be built at that point, stating that there is an annual business at 
that point of over $100,000, that the grain shipments amount to 
from 250,000 to 500,000 bushels per annum, and that the depot 
facilities, both passenger and freight are inadequate, their peti- 
tion was referred to this Board, and the case is still pending. 
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P. McHUGH. OF LANGDON, N. D., vs. THE GKEAT 
NOETHERN RAILWAY. 

In this case the complaiDaQt petitioned the Great Northern 
railway for a site for a flat hoase to handle barley, oats and flax. 
The company refused to give the site, and the matter was brought 
before the commission, and at a meeting of the Board September 
26, 1890 the Secretary was instructed to refer Mr. McHugh to 
Chapter 189, Laws of the First Legislative Assembly of North 
Dakota, which provide for cases of this kind. 

D. O'MALLEY OF VALLEY CITY, N. D., vs. THE NORTH- 
ERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

In this case Mr. O'Malley petitioned the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road company for a site for an elevator on their right of way, 
which raqaest was not granted by the railroad. The matter was 
brought before the commission and was by them laid before Gen- 
eral Manager Mellen of the Northern Pacific Railroad company. 

Site granted and matter adjusted to the satisfaction of Mr. 
O'Malley. 

JULIUS WIRKUS, OF MINTO, N. D., vs. THE GREAT 
NORTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Mr. WirkuB had requested the Great Northern Railway com- 
pany to give him a site on their right of way on which to build a 
loading platform; the company refused and the matter was 
brought before the Commission, and, although the Board had no

A. B. BASYE, OF CANDO, N. D. vs. THE GEEAT NORTH- 
ERN EAILWAY COMPANY. 

Both of the above complaints were on the same ground as that 
of David M. Kenney, of Mayville, that cars were refused unless 
all the grain to load the car was on the right of way ready to be 
loaded. The Board promptly notified the general manager of the 
Great Northern railway that the rules adopted by them for the 
distribution of cars to stations and to shippers, and which had been 
approved by the general manaKer himself, did not require the 
above conditions, and, he was asked to correct the abuse at once. 
Under date of October 3d he replied: " The difficulty is scarcity 
of cars," Both of these matters have been corrected. 

C. O. ULVEN, OF CHRISTINE, N. D, vs. CHICAGO, MIL- 
WAUKEE & ST. PAUL RAILROAD COMPANY. 

On September 29th complainant informed the Board that cars 
could not be had to ship his grain. The company was notified 
October 3d and under date of October 6th replied as follows: 
"There is a great shortage in cars. We are doing all in our power 
to give relief to those stations that are hardest pressed. Hope to 
help out Christiue very soon." As there was no further complaint 
we presume cars were furnished. 

A. W. PORTER, OF ADRIAN, N. D., vs. THE NOETHEEN

On October 16th the complainant notified the Bobrd that the 
conductors had orders not to give any care to any one. He was 
instructed to make application for cars to nearest local agent and 
not to conductor.

Lack of cars to ship his wheat. Case reported aud cars sup- 
plied.

CIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Cannot get cars to ship grain. Attention of the company 
called to this case and cars furnished. 

J. J. STEPHENS, OF VERONA, N. D., vs, NORTHERN 
PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Complainant states that there is no agent at Verona, and he had 
ordered for himself and other farmers some ten or twelve cars 
from freight conductors and had not got one car; that the con- 
ductors had told him they had no authority to give cars except as 
ordered by their saperiors.

Has had trouble in getting cars for grain shipment, and wants 
to know what the rules are for distribution of cars.

MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Has ordered cars sent to Tyler station for grain shipment, bat 
could not get them; cause, shortage in cars. Matter adjusted 
and cars supplied. 

FRANK S. DURHAM, OF NEW ROCKFORD, N. D. vs, 
NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Failure to get cars for grain shipment. Company notified and 
cars supplied. 
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JACOB FULTZ, OF OBERON, N, D., vs. NORTHEKN 
PACIFIC RAILEOAD COMPANY. 

In thiB case complainant had ordered cars on October 25th. On 
November 7th two cars were eet off by a freight conductor late in 
the evening, and Mr. Fultz bet<an loading one without authority 
from the local agent, who had instructions to give the care to the 
elevators. The Northern Pacific elevator took the car which had 
been appropriated by Mr. Fultz, threw his wheat on the ground 
and loaded it themselves.

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ElEVATOK LAWS AND SHIPMENT OF GRAIN. 



The first Legislative Assembly of North Dakota passed five 
laws regulating ftlevatora and the shipment o£ grain, three of 
which provided for a license fee, and were so conflicting in their 
provisions that the elevator men were in a quandery and could 
not determine what course to pursue. It was thought by many of 
those interested that a public warehouse business could not be 
done under the conflicting laws of the State. 

This state of affairs would blockade the shipment of grain, and 
work a general disaster to the producers and shippers of grain, 
and as the time for grain shipping approached there was a uni- 
versal demand that some way be devised by which a general 
storage and public warehouse businees coijld be done by the 
elevators. In view of the serious complications which had arisenj 
the Commissioners thought best to have a conference with the 
elevator men. Such conference was held in Minneapolis on 
"Wednesday, August 13, 1890. The Commissioners had with them 
their legal adviser, Attorney General Geo. F. Goodwin, and be- 
sides representatives from all the leatUng elevator companies 
doing business in North Dakota, their attorneys, Judge M. B. 
Koon and Judge Wilson were also present. The whole ground 
was gone over and the conflicting provisions of the laws thor- 
oughly discussed, but no definite conclusion reached; and finally 
the whole matter was referred to the Attorney General for his 
written opinion "as to what laws are iu force in North Dakota 
governing elevators and warehouses and the buying, selling and 
storing of grain." 

The Attorney General having rendered his opinion, a meeting 
of the Commission was held and the following circular was issued 
to the public, which explains itself: 
To the Psbiic: 

In view of the esisting difficultiefi in reference to the conflicting provisions 
of the elevator and warehouse lawa of the State, we would make the following 
Btatement: 

A conference was held with the elevator companies in Minneapolis, Wednes- 
day, August 13, 1890, at which thej claimed that they could not do businesa 
under the existing laws for the foUovifing reasons; 

First. That the rates of storage allowed under Chapter 187 are unreasonable \ 

Second. That Section 10, of Chapter 187, which provides that "when a stor- 
age receipt is issued for any kind of grain, the quality of which falls below the 
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highest standard, then such storage receipt shall expressly state how many cents 
per bushel below the price for the highest grade, such grain shall be bought at 
when sold," is an unreasonable provision and an unjust restriction of trade; 

Third, The uncertainty of the conflicting laws providing for license laws 
requiring three different licenses being on the statute books. 

Being unable to arrive at any conclusion, the Attorney General was asked 
for a written opinion as to what laws are in force in Nortli Dakota governing ele- 
vators and warehouses and the buying, selling and storing of grain, which opinion 
we quote in full: 

Office of Attorney General, 

Bismarck, N. D., Aug. 13, 1S90. 



Dear Sir : Complj'ing with the request of your honorable Board, of the 
13th inst., for my opinion as to what laws of the State of North Dakota are now 
in force governing elevators and warehouses and the buying, selling and storing 
of grain therein, I beg leave to say ; 

When the First Legislative Assembly of the State of North Dakota convened 
there was in force Chapter 130 of the General Laws of 1887, the same being a 
General Law fully covering the subject of the control of elevators and ware- 
houses and the buying, selling and storing of grain in the State of North Dakota. 
The first act passed by the late Legislative Assembly upon this subject was known 
as House File No. 136 which, received executive approval February 13, 1890, 
as Chapter 190 of the General Laws of 1890. This was an amendrnent of Section 
4, Chapter 130, of the Laws of 1887, more specifically defining public warehouses 
and requiring additional duties. The next bill that became a law upon this sub- 
ject was known as Mouse File No. 50, approved March 8, 1890, and appearing as 
Chapter 187 of the General Laws of 1890. This act covered all the main provis- 
ions of Chapter 130 of the Laws of 1887 and was apparently intended as a com- 
plete revision and codification of the LjlwB of the Slate upon the subject of buy- 
ing, selling and handling'of grain of all kinds. On the 31st day of March, 1890, 
two other acts upon this subject received the executive approvi. 

One known as Mouse File No. 265 was an act to regulate warehouses, inspec- 
tion, weighing and handling of grain. This appears in Chapter i88of the Gen. 
eral I-awfS of 1890. The other act, approved upon this date, was known aa House 
File No. 38, and provided for the licensing of public warehouses, and appears as 
Chapter 138 of the public laws of 1890. Ihere is also another act. Chapter 189 of 
the public laws, providing for the erection of grain warehouses on railroad rights- 
of-way. As this law has no relation to the buying, selling, storing or handling of 
grain, it will ttot be further considered in this opinion. To attempt to state even 
in a condensed form the various provisions of these several laws, or to state the 
reasons upon which my conclusions are based, would extend this opinion beyond 
any reasonable length. I shall, therefore, content myself by simpiv stating, as 
briefly as possible, the conclusions I have arrived at with reference to the Taws 
hereinbefore referred to. In my opinion. Chapter 187 of the laws of 1890, being 
a complete revision upon the whole subject of buying, selling and handling of 
grain of all kinds in the State of North Dakota, thereby repealed Chapter 130 of 
the General Laws of 1887; Chapter 190 of the laws of 1890 being an amendment 
of Section 4 of said Chapter 130 of the laws of 1887, and having been passed and 
approved a long time prior to Chapter 187 of the laws of 1890, was also repealed 
thereby. My first impression was that Chapter :87 of the laws of 1890 was itself 
repealed by the provisions of Chapter 188, which was subsequently adopted. Re- 
peals by implication are not favored in law; and after a careful and painstaking 
study of the provisions of both of said chapters, and keeping in view the main 
objects sought to be accomplished in each of said laws, I am of the opinion that 
Chapter 187 is not repealed by Chapter 188, but that both may consistently stand 

I am therefore of the opinion that while there are many provisions of a gen- 
eral nature in Chapter t8S, the language of which is broad enough to apply to 
-IV and all elevators and warehouses in the State, yet such language when con-

sidered tn the light of the inain object of said Chapter, ca 
Btrued as applying only to the public warehouBCs defined in said i 
at Grand Forks, Fargo, Wahpeton and Fairmount. Said Chapter i88 never hav- 
ing been put into practical operation by the CotnmiGsionere of Railroads fur the 
reason that the Sjoo appropriated for that purpoee was wholly inadequate to 
■carry out the provisions of said law, I do not think the same should be consid- 
ered in determining regulations for the buying, selling, storing and handling of 
grain in North Dakota. There are some general provisions with reference to 
the duties and powers of the Commissioners of Railroads over the grain interests 
-of the State that are undoubtedly in force. This leaves Chapter 187 and Chapter 
138 of the laws of 1890 stilt in force, except so far as Chapter 1S7 is modified by 
the provisjons of Chapter 138. Section 14 of Chapter 187 requires every public 
warehousetnan to procure a license from the county auditor of the respective 
■counties at a fee of $1 for 1.000 bushels of elevator capacity and Chapter 138 re- 
■quiree such public warehouseman to procure a State license from the Commis- 
-sioners of Railroads and the fee is fixed at $2.50 per 1,000 bushels of elevator 
capacity or major fraction thereof, and that no license shall be issued for less 
than $25. I am of the opinion that Chapter 138, being the latter expression of 
the legislative intent, necessarily repeals the provisions of Section 14 of Chapter 
187 and that the license fee now required is at the rate of $2.50 per 1.000 bushels 
of elevator capacity as provided In Chapter 138. It is claimed by the elevator 
companies that the execution of any license fee in addition to the payment of 
their regular taxes upon the assessed valuation of their property is unjust. It is 
further claimed that the provisions of Section to of Chapter 187, which requires 
a receipt issued for any kind of grain the quality of which falls below the highest 
standard, not onlv to express and determine the grade, but shall likewise ex 
pressly state how many cents per bushel below the price for the highest grade 
such grain shall be bought at when sold, is an unlawful restraint of trade and 
therefore void. 

They further claim that the maximum rates fixed in section 22 of said 
Chapter 187 for receiving, elevating, insuring, storing, and delivering grain are 
unreasonable and lees than actual cost thereof to them, and that said act is, upon 
that ground, unconstitutional. The constitution of the United States and of this 
State guarantee to everj' person engaged in a public business the right to receive 
a reasonable compensation for the services rendered the public; and this right is 
expressly recognized in Section 9 of said Chapter 187, which provides that such 
public warehouseman is entitled to receive a reasonable charge per bushel for 
receiving, handling, storing and insurance charges. If, then, the claim made by 
the elevator companies that the maximum rales for warehousing are unreasonable 
and less than cost, the law to that extent would be unconstitutional and void 
under the decisions of the United States Supreme Court. Or, if the require- 
ments of Section 10, requiring such warehousemen to state upon the face 
of each receipt how many cents per bushel below the price for the highest grade 
shall be paid for such inferior grade as contained in such receipt is an unlawful 
restraint of trade, then to that extent the law would be void. 

These are all proper questions for the court in any action, civil or criminal, 
brought under the provisions of said act. The law U now well established that 
portions of an act may be unconstitutional and void, and yet the whole act not fail. 
I do not think that the provisions of Sections 10 and 22 are so intimately con- 
nected and related to the rest of the act that their being held void would destroy 
the validity of the act, and am, therefore, of the opinion that the balance of aafd 
act is valid and may be enforced, even though for the reasons above suggested the 
courts should hold that Sections 10 and 22 were unconstitutional and void. T am 
also of the opinion that the provisions of Chapter 13S, requiring public ware- 
housemen to pay a reasonable license fee in addition to their regular assessed 
taxes is a valid exercise of the legislative power, and that the fee therein fiied is 
not so high as to make the same unreasonable. Said Chapter 138 having. In my 
opinion, repealed that portion of Chapter 1S7 with reference to the procuring of a 
license from the county, also repealed the provisions of said chapter requiring 
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the giving of a bond, and that there is now no provision of law in force in this- 
state requiring public warehouse in en to give bonds.

After duly considering the opinion of the Attorney General, the claims o£ 
the elevator people and the general grain shipping interests of our State, we deem, 
it expedient and proper to adopt such line of business policy as will enable the 
present crop of grain to be placed on the market to the best possible advantage 
and to prevent a general disaster which would result from a grain blockade, we 
recommend that the elevator companies take out a State license as provided in 
Cliapter 138, and issue receipts for the storage and handling o£ grain under the 
same rules and regulations heretofore in force, with the additional provision that 
one-fourth cent per bushel for each fifteen days shall be paid in case said receipt 
be presented by other parties than the original owners of grain. From such in- 
vestigation as wc have been able to make we believe the rates named in Section 
22, Chapter 187, are so much less than the chaises at Minneapolis and Dulutli 
that to attempt to do a storage business would result in tilling up our warehouses 
by foreign holders to the exclusion of our shippers; and that Section 10, Chapter 
187, requiring the naming of the price of difference for a future market on the 
lower grades is practically prohibitory, and to endeavor to enforce these provis- 
ions would result in a genera! obstruction to grain shipping and a serious loss. 

Our powers of general supervision remaining in force, we b.'Iieve we can so 
direct and control the distribution of cars, and correct and adjust any errors and 
irregularities as to protect the t>est interests of all, and should this, our recom- 
mendations, be adopted by the elevator people we feel confident our people will 
heartily endorse and uphold our efforts to protect their interests until the next 
Legislature may relieve us from the conflicting and unreasonable provisions of 
the existing elevator laws of our State. By the Board.

In accordance with this circalar the following letter was sent to 
all elevators doing business in North Dakota: 

State of North Dakota, 
Office of Commissioners of Railroads, 
Bismarck, August 28, 1S90. 

Your attention is respectfully called to Chapter 13S, Laws of the First Legis- 
lative Assembly of North Dakota, entitled "An Act to provide for the Licensing 
of Public Warehouses." 

Section 1, That annua! State license must be obtained through the Com- 
missioners of Railroads for each and every public grain warehouse in operation 
in this State. That no license issued under this act shall describe more than one 
public grain warehouse, or grant permission to operate any other public grain 
warehouse than the one therein described. The license fee is hereby iixcd at 
$2.50 per 1,000 bushels elevator capacity or major fraction thereof, for each public 
grain warehouse; Provided, that no license shall be issued for less than {25.00. 
and before any license is issued the person applying therefor shall file with the 
Commissioners of Railroads the receipt of the State Treasurer, showing that tlie 
applicant has paid into the State Treasury the amount of said license fee. 

Sec. 2, That the license thus obtained shall be posted In a conspicuous 
place in the public warehouse so licensed. Every such license shall expire on the 
first day of August next following the issuance thereof, and no license shall run 
for a longer period than One year. That any person, association or corporation 
who shall transact the business of public warehouseman without first procuring a 
license as herein provided, shall, on conviction, be fined in a sum not less than 
one hundred (100) dollars for each and every day such business is carried on. 
Approved March 31, 1890. 

In connection with this law, we would aUo call your attention to the opinion 
of the Attorney General of the State on the subject, as follows: 
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"I am of the opinion that Chapter 138, being the later expression of the leg- 
islative intent, necessarily repeals the proviaions of Section 14 of Chapter 187, and 
tliaC the license fee now required is at the rate of $2.50 per 1,000 bushels of ele- 
vator capaj:ity, as provided in Chapter 138. I am also of the opinion that the pro- 
visions of Chapter 138, requiring public warehousemen Co pay a reasonable license 
fee in addition to their regularly assessed taxes, is a valid exercise of the legisla- 
tive power, and that the fee therein lixed is not so high as to make the same un- 
reasonable. Said Chapter 138 having, in my opinion, repealed that portion of 
Chapter 187 with reference to the procuring of a license from the county, also re- 
pealed the provisions of said chapter requiring the giving of a )>ond, and that 
there is now no provisions of law in force in this State requiring public ware- 
housemen to give bonds." 

There is some conflict in certain parts of the elevator and public warehouse 
laws of the State, but none in regard to the license to be issued by the Commis- 
sioners of Railroads. 

In view of the fact that after a thorough investigation the Board deem the 
charges allowed by Section 12, Chapter 187 and also Section 10 of said chapter 
as unreasonable, the following rules of storage are recommended: 

I. For receiving, elevating, insuring, delivery and lifteen days' storage, i}i 
cents per bushel. 

3. After fifteen days, ^ cent per bushel for each fifteen days or part 
thereof, but not to exceed 5 cents for six months. 

3. One-fouith cent per bushel for each fifteen days when receipt is pre- 
sented by other than the original owner of grain. 

4, ■ One-half cent per bushel for cleaning. 

The possession of a license from this Board will be a protection to you in the 
prosecution of your business, and you are hereby notified to pay into the State 
Treasury forthwith the requisite sum, and upon presenting Che receipt therefor at 
this office a license will be issued at once. By the Board,

Under the compromise effected by this circnlar the majority o£ 
the elevator companies have paid State license on a minimum 
working capacity of their elevators and have continued to do a 
public warehouse and storage business as heretofore. The vris- 
dom of this action has been proven by the sitoation as developed 
in the movement of grain within the past two months. The rail- 
roads not being able to supply the demand for cars the grain has 
been stored in the elevators and the calamity of a blockade 
avoid-id at all pointe. We appended herewith a list of elevators 
which have paid State license. 

The total amount of license fees received np to November 30, 
1890, being $6,807.60.

One of the greatest Boarces of complaint has always come from 
the system of handling and shipping grain. The great crop of 
grain harvested in this State in 1890 has taxed the railroads be- 
yond their capacity to sapply care, but we feel jostified in the 
statement that there has been less complaint as to the distriba- 
tion of cars, than any year before in the history of grain move- 
ment in the Northwest 

The bbipping of grain by the farmer has heretofore been dis- 
conrf^ed by the railroads, and preference has been given the 
elevators in the distribution of cars. 

With a view of correcting this abase, and of giving the farmer 
every facility for shipping his own grain to market, a conference 
was held with General Manager Mellen of the Northern Pacific 
and Vice-President W. P. Clough of the Great Northern railways 
as to rules for the distribution of cars to stations and to shippers. 

The following rules were adopted by the Commission in ac- 
cordance with Section 76, Chapter 122', Laws of North Dakota, 
and copies served on the general managers, division superin- 
tendents and local agenta of all the railroads doing business in 
North Dakota.

RULES FOR THE DISTRIBUTION OF CARS BETWEEN STATIONS 
AND TO SHIPPERS. 

I . In distributing cars to stations, for grain loading, they ehsll be distributed 
according to the average dailj stiipinents from such stations. 

1. In distrbuting cars to shippers for grain loadingat stations agent shall first 
fill each shipper's order, one car to each. After this is done tlie balance of cars 
shall be distributed among shippers, according to the amount of grain in sight 
offered for shipment by each shipper. 

3. Parties desiring to load grain on track shall be furnished cars, and shat) 
be allowed for loading time 24 hours from the time car is set on stde-tracli to 
complete loading and furnish shipping directions. In case shipper fails to com- 
plete load or furnish shipping directions within 34 hours, then, in such case, the 
railway company may collect upon such cars $3 rental each for every day, or 
part ol a day, which such cars are delayed after the 24 hours. 

The above rule as to time and rental charge shall also apply to grain delayed 
from unloading from cars on track.

We believe that the railroads have labored faithfully to supply 
cars to shippers in accordance with these rules, and so far as their 
ability to supply the r'emand permitted, cars have been distrib- 
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nted in conformity therewith. From Septembflr 15th to Decem- 
ber 15th, the demand for cars is double the ability of the roads to 
snpply; and as a necessary consequence, delay in supplying cars 
must ensue. In all cases of complaint as to failure to ^et cars 
investigated this year, this has been the case, and cars have been 
supplied as soon as possible by the railroad companies. 

The liberal policy of the railroads in the distribution of cars 
adopted this year has been of great benefit to the farmers of 
North Dakota. We notice one source of complaint as to low 
grade, and dockage at terminal elevators, which can only be rem- 
edied by the farmer himself. 

Grain is shipped directly from the threshing machine to the 
terminal elevators at Duluth or Minneapolis without cleaning, and 
the farmer gets a lower grade and heavier dockage than for clean 

train, besides the needless cost of .transportation of dirt to mar- 
et. Grain houses and fanning mills will save thousands of dol- 
lars to the farmers of North Dakota. 



GEAIN INSPECTION LAW. 



Chapter 188, Laws of the First Legislative Assembly of North 
Dakota, entitled "An act to regulate warehouses, inspection, 
weighiug and handling of grain," was approved by the Governor 
March 31, 1890. 

This act had for its object the establishment of terminal eleva- 
tors at Grand Forks, Fargo, Wahpeton and Fairmonnt, the ap- 
pointment of inspectors and weighmasters and an elaborate sys- 
tem of inspection, weighing and grading, similar to the system 
established in Minnesota at the terminal elevators at Minneapolis 
and Duluth. After a thorough investigation of the working and 
co^ of establishing and maintaining the system in Minnesote the 
Board decided that it was not practicable to establish such a sys- 
tem in North Dakota. The Attorney-General had also given his 
opinion that part of said act had been repealed. The appropria- 
tion of five hundred dollars to carry out the provisions of this act 
was found upon investigation to be entirely inadequate for the 

Snrpose, being but a small fraction of the amount which would 
ave to be expended before any revenue could be received from 
the operation of the bill. In view of the fact recited the Board 
decided that it was impracticable and out of their power to en- 
force the provisions of this act. 
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LIGNITE COAL AND COAL FREIGHT RATES. 



When the First Legislative Aesembly of the State met Novem- 
19, 1889, there was a widespread demand for cheaper fuel, from 
all parts of the State. 

The fact that the western part of the State was underlaid with 
lignite coal in inexhaustible quantities; that the mines had been 
developed and the coal brought into general use in certain locali- 
ties of the State was well known. 

The question of cheap fuel for North Dakota was one of 
first importance and the Legislative Assembly set ou foot inquir- 
ies as to the location, extent, depth and thickness of veins, quality 
of coal, nearness to market, frei^t rates, etc., which show con- 
clusively to the people of North Dakota that they have within 
their own State an excellent fuel not only sufficient to supply her 
own people but to supply the whole Northwest for all time. 

Reports and investigations which are hereafter presented in 
detail, show that in Stark, Morton, Burleigh, McLean, Mercer, 
Oliver, Ward and Buford counties, the coal.is found cropping out 
in the bluffs in veins from one to fifteen fee in thickness, and one 
vein is reported from Stark county twenty-two feet thick. 

The quality of coal has been thoronghly tested as to value for 
fuel and steam purposes, and comparative values shown as follows: 

1 ton of lignite coal equal to 1^ cords of wood. 

1^ tons of lignite coal equal to 1 ton of bituminous coal. 

2 tons of lignite coal equal to 1 ton of anthracite coaL 

The greatest obstacle in the way of the general use of lignite 
coal was found to be in the freight rates charged by the railroad 
companies for transportation. We present the whole matter 
herewith in detail. 

On December 19, 1889, the following resolution was offered in 
the House of Representatives of the Legislative Aesembly: 

Whereas, A bill ia pending in this House, requiring all public 
iustitutions in the State of North Dakota to use coal from the 
mines of North Dakota, and information is essential to intelligent 
action; be it 

Resolved, That the Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor be 
and is hereby instructed to furnish this House, at as early a date 
as possible, with all available information in relation to the coal 
veins of North Dakota, indicating location and depth of veins, 
extent of development, etu. 

And be it further Resolved, Th&L the Board of Commissioners 
of Railroads be and are hereby requested to make inquiry as to 
the railroad rates from the mines in North Dakota to points in 
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North Dakota, and report whether equal rates are granted to all 
mine operators." 

On January 16, 1890, the Commissioners of Bailroads reported 
as follows: 
Mr, Speaker: 

In compliance with House resolution of December i8th, asking report from 
the Railroad Com mission ere in regard to coal and coal ratee, we respectfully 
submit the following comniunication and schedule of freight rates: Mr. C. A. 
McGilvery, manager Dickinson Coal company, in reply to our letter asking 
information, writes us under date of December iSth: "In reply to your favor of 
the ad inst., In regard to coal mines, I answer as follows; 

"First— Do yoQ enjoy equal facilities with' others In the shipment of coat.' 
I answer, we do not. We pay 75 cents per ton more freight than thev do from 
Sims (a diflerence in distance of thirty-three miles), that Is, on shipments to all 
eastern points, and this is practically a prohibitory tarlg on so cheap an article a* 
lignite coal. 

"Second question — Do yOn have trouble in securing cars? Would answer 
no, as we have not been shipping much coal. Our freight rates on coat are ai 
follows : 

From Dickinson to Mandan $1 50 per ton 

From Dickinson to Bismarck I 75 " 

From Dickinson to Jamestown 275 " 

From Dickinson to Fargo 3 25 " 

From Dickinson to LaMoure 3 25 " 

From Dickinson to Cooperstown . /. 3 50 " 

In regard to capacity of our mines would say: We have millions of tons of 
this coal, and the only thing that is keeping us from shipping it is the enormous 
freights we are compelled to pay. If the companies will only make a liberal 
freight rate, 1 will guarantee toship one thousand'cars of this coal in the next 

Mr. J. L. Colton of Burlington, Ward county, writes as follows ; 

"The St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba railroad runs within three-quarters 
of a mile of my mine, but because of the fact that they will not put in a switch 
whereby this coal can be loaded near said mine, I am compelled to draw the coal 
six miles, at an expense of from 75 cents to $1.15 per ton, thereby raising the 
price by that amount. The present freight charges of $3.50 per ton for a distance 
of eighty miles and corresponding rates for shorter distances practically excludes 
this Dakota coal from the market. The company carry Montana coaf, which is 
mined 500 miles further west, for less than one-half the rate they chaise me per 
mile. If freight was reduced Co reasonable rates, say $1 per ton for 100 miles, or 
any fraction thereof, and two-thirds of a cent per mile for the second 100 miles, 
and one-half cent per ton per mile for every ton thereafter, we could lay down 
coal at rates that would be a great blessing to the people of North Dakota," 

Mr. F. Holritz, Manager Sims Coal Company, Sims, Morton county, writes: 
"We have a practically unlimited quantity of as good lignite coal as can be found 
in North Dakota. Price at mine, $1.10 per ton; freight rate: 

Sims to Mandan $ 75 per ton. 

• Sims to Bismarck i 00 " 

Sims to Fai^o 3 50 " 

We find in active operation in connection with railroad shipments, two mines 
at Sims, 41 miles west from Bismarck, and one at Dickinson, 115 miles west from 
Bismarck. The mines at Sims are being operated to the extent of supplying 
Mandan and Bismarck with the demand from railroad transportation, the differ- 
ential rale of 75 cents per ton, as shown by schedule between Sims and Dickin- 
son, entirely prevents eastern shipments from the latter or Dickinson mines. 

Our investigations in regard to making this coal a commercial article in the 
. central and eastern portions of the State, developed two difficulties. First. An 
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existing opinion against the merit of tlie coal as a fuel. Second. The rates o£ 
transportation being too liigh for its introduction and general use. 

Our investigations further led to various meetings at Mandan and Bismarcic, 
of citizens dlrectlj and Indirectly interested, from which was developed the fact 
Jhat this coal has a high degree of merit for general domestic, heating and manu- 
facturing purposes, and that with a larger market the output of the present mines 
can be very largely increased, and other mines opened and profitably worked, the 
supply being practically inexhaustible. 

The Commissioners, in connection with the mine owners, interviewed the offi- 
cers of the Northern Pacific Railroad on the subject of modifying their rates. 
A proposed reduction is now under consideration, on which we hope to make a 
favorable report, and will submit the same at as early date as practicable. By the

On the followiug day, January 17, 1890, the CommisBioner of 
AgriouUnre and Labor, to whom the matter had been referred, 
reported on the location and extent of lignite coal fields in North 
Dakota, as follows:

Jii lie Honrrrable, the Sfeaker and Members of ike House of Representatives of the 
Slate of North Dakota : 



\ compliance with a resolution recently adopted by your 
honorable body, requesting information regarding the coal mines of North Da- 
kota — especially indicating the location, depth of veins and extent of develop- 
ment — I have the honor to report as follows: 

As a result of numerous, inquiries, I have received reports from three owners 
along the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba railroad, and from three along the 
Northern Pacific, and but one or two of these reports give information about 
other mines than their own. The duty of Immediately investigating the cases of 
destitution, imposed upon me by the Legislature, has precluded my visiting In 
person the coal mining districts, and this report is, therefore, necessarily very 
imperfect, and doubtless omits many important facts; but sufficient is shown to 
indicate something of the importance of North Dakota's coal fields, and some- 
thing of what their value will be when properly fostered and developed. Consid- 
erable of the general information about the coal of the State is derived from the 
excellent report of Mr. J, J. Sullivan, a mine operator near Minot, 



Though yet very imperfectly made out, the a 
to be large In the northwestern part of the State. The entire I 
Gourl river region, and doubtless the country lying between, seem lo coniain in- 
exhaustible supplies. The coal crops out along the streams and bluffs, and it may 
be that other veins mar yet be found at depths or in localities, and perhaps o'f 
different quality, now not even suspected. 



The kind Is a good quality of lignite — a soft coal containing little or no 
bitumen, and therefore burning without emiting much smoke or gas and leaving 
a white ash and generally no clinkers. No scientific tests of its heat producing 
qualities are known to the commissioner, but mine owners and others using the 
coal estimate that a ton of it will produce as much heat as a cord of good oak 
wood, This coal, if left exposed to the weather, air-slacks and decomposes to 
some extent, but if reasonably well housed, as In ordinary wood sheds or coal 
bins, will keep in good condition for several months. 
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Most of the mines now open are entered horizontally' from the hill lidcE, and 

their depth, therefore, varieG from a few feet to perhaps 300 feet; most of the 
mines reporting being less than 150 feet beneath the surface. 



So far as the commissioner has ascertained there are usuallj present three 
distinct veins, the distance between them varying from three to twenty feel, 
tliough frequently the upper, and occasionally the middle vein, also is absent. 

The first, or top vein, is of the poorest quality, and U light and but little 
worked, its thickness ranging from six inches to three or four feet. 

The second, or middle vein, is the thickest of all, ranging from one foot to 
eleven feet along the Manitoba road, white one report from Dickinson places the 
depth from fifteen to twenty-two feet. This is the vein generally worked, and it 
is the coal usually found on the market. 

The third, or lower vein, is from one to three feet thick, and is the best 
of all, lieing harder and less liable to air-slack, but is very little worked, lying 
usually deeper than the l>eds of the streams, and but little being known about it. 
It is generally thought to be too light to work prolitably. 



The mines that have been t>est developed are necessarily alone the lines of 
the two railroads, though by common report some of the best coal fields In the 
Slate lie between these two, and in the Turtle Mountain region, at a distance 
from railroads, many mines are opened so that coal is being mined and sold to 
local buyers, but information has been received from very few of them. 

The Gaerchel mine at New Salem, Morton county, is operating a vein four 
and one half feet thick and has an entry of joo feet, but no other information 
about its output, development or supply of coal is given. 

The Sims Coal company at Sims, Morton county, reports two mines at that 
place capable of furnishing 300 tons of coal per day. The mines are located 
on both sides of the Northern Pacific track, the veins being from seven to nine 
feet thick. It says a steady demand for coal is all that is needed to stimulate the 
coal mining to enable all the coal needed in the northwest to t>e furnished by 

The Dickinson Coal Mining Company at Dickinson, Stark county, reports 
an Inexhaustible supply, this company having 160 acres underlaid with a coal vein 
fifteen to twenty. two feet thick. During the last three years they have shipped 
about 1 ,000 carloads, and say they could find a market for that amount every year 
were it not for the high freight charges Impoaed by the railroad. 

There are many other mines along the railroad west of Bismarck and else- 
where in that part of the State, but no reports have been received from them. 

From Ward county two reports are at hand. The Burlington mine, owned 
and operated by J. L. Colton, is the best developed of any mine in that part of 
North Dakota, and has t>een in operation three years. The main tunnel is 500 
feet long, and the daily output is stated fifteen to thirty tons; fifteen men are 
employed, the pay-roll being about $35 per day. The vein is from eight to eleven 
feet thick. Coal from this mine is now shipped to nearly all points in northeast- 
ern North Dakota. 

The Foote mine. In the same vlcinitv, has a tunnel 150 feet long and works a 
vein eight feet thick. 

The mine of J. J. Sullivan, in the same vicinity, has been worked a year, has 
a tunnel of 350 feet, with several side chambers, and a vein eight feet thick. Last 
winter Mr. Sullivan sold 500 tons of coal, and aliout the same amount thus far 
this winter. He is now mining about ten tons per day, but Is shipping none, as. 
though on the railroad track, the nearest station is four milen away and the freight 
charges are too high. Mr. Sullivan says that were railroad facilities for shipping 
at reasonable rates provided, lie would Increase the capacity of his mine to 100 
tons per day, and could then deliver coal on the cars at not to exceed $1-50 per 



ind make a good profit on It. 
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There are said to be some twenty other mines in Ward county, but no partic- 
ular information has been received from them, except the general statement made 
by all that the supplv is inexhaustible. 

Frank D. Taylor's mine, nine miles east of Williston, near Ft. Buford, has a 
six-foot vein, and the proprietor estimates the supply of coal at 5.000,000 tons per 
square mile. His coal ia loaded directly on the cars, and his mines average three 
to three and one-half tons per day. The government post at Ft. Buford has used 
it for three years. Other mines in the vicinity are worked, but none bo exten- 
sively as this one. 



All mines repotting the selling price of coal at tlie mines state it at $1.25 per 
ton. Nearly all complain of high freight chaises, which prevent their success- 
fully competing with either eastern or Montana coal, even in this State. Though 
this part belongs properly to the Railroad Commission, I give here some o! the 
complaints. They claim that the railroads charge $1 per ton for shipping native 
coal in carload lots any distance less than 100 miles, and 50 cents per ton for each 
additional too miles or fractional part thereof. One mine owner near MinoC 
complains that the Manitoba road ships coal from its own mines in Montana, a 
distance of 600 miles into North Dakota, and sells it at $2.50 per ton above the 
price at the mines, while the same company charges $2.50 per ton for shipping 
North Dakota coal from Minot to Devils Lake, about 115 miles. The mine 
owners usually recommend a reduction of charges to $1 per ton for the first 100 
miles and one-half cent per ton per mile for additional distances, and also that 
where cars of coal are transferred from one road to another the receiving road 
shall not charge more than one-half cent per ton per mile for the distance carried 
by it. Some of the mine owners indicate a readiness to put in additional ma- 
chinery and greatly extend their facilities whenever the freight problem is satis- 
factorily adjusted.

In this coDDectioD we present an open letter from J. L. Ooltoh, 
Esq., read before the Legislative Assembly, and ordered printed 
in the Journal of the House: 

Citizens of North Dakota: Let the immense coal fields of North Da- 
kota be developed — and the fuel problem is solved for all future time. The coal 
flelds of this State are Inexhaustible in quantity, and their development means 
millions of dollars saved to (he State. There is nothing that would tend to build 
up Dakota as the development of native coal- — if the railroads that cross the 
State would exercise a little leniency towards the people and do away with their 
present coercion policy and high freight rates on Dakota coai. 

Seven years ago, hearing of coal existing In the Mouse River and De Lac 
River valleys. I came here and examined the field, and found coal in unUmited 
quantities, and of a verj- suoerior quality. Believing that the Northern Pacific 
railroad was going to build into this country. In the spring of 'S4. 1 opened an ex- 
tensive coal mine, and supplied the country around until the fall of 'S6. The 
Northern Pacific failed to tap this section of the country. In the fall of '86 the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba raUroad built Into this region and their main 
line ran within three-quarters of a mile of my mine. Here surely was an oppor- 
tunity to develop the coal resources of Ward county. 1 went to St. Paul and in- 
terviewed the company with regard to securing rates to deliver coal to towns on 
iheir line, and also to get them to put in a siding as near as possible to the mine. 
They pleaded being too busy to put in a siding, but finally gave me the following 
rates from Minot. Besides paying these rates I was compelled to haul tlie coal 
six miles to the station. The rate per ton in carload lots was as follows:

I shipped coal to those points that winter at those rates, thus introducing the 
coal. I proceeded to St. Paul the next fall and again endeavored to get a siding 
put in opposite my mine, as it would save hauling the coal six miles by team. 
I also solicited better rates tlian those previously given. And here I was given 
an example of tlie iniquitous and coercive methods practiced by tliis grinding 
corporation. They informed me that they would give me a rate that would tix 
me. Late in the fall their rates were promulgated, and they were so that they 
almost fixed me — in so much that I was almost unable to ship any coal at all, but 
I had to carry out my contracts for coal engaged previous to the issuing of their 
rates, and thus I was compelled to accede to their outrageous demands. • - -- 
- ■—-'., ^i„ - . - .. . 



:e o£ thsir unfairness, they raised the rate from Minot to Rugby Junction 
from $1.35 to $1.75; Pleasant Lake from $1.35 to $3; Knox from $1.35 to $2.15; 
York from $r.3s to $a.3o; Leeds from $140 to $3.40; Churchs Ferry from $1,40 
to $2.50 per ton. All of those places are within less than 100 miles of Mlnot, the 
shipping point. 

In the fall of 18&8, together with the attorney of thia road, I went to St. 
Paul to again see the company about putting in a siding for me, and also have 
them lessen their exorbitant and outrageous freight rates. After seeing them all 
a number of times and refuting the numerous arguments and excuses to put in a 
siding and lower the rate on coal, it is needless to state that they never complied 
with their agreement, for they put forth the plea of poverty, and to-day the exor- 
bitant freight rates quoted above exist and are in fuH force. This same company 
have put a rate on wood from the Turtle mountains of $1 a cord to Devils Lake, 
which is near five times cheaper than they carry coal for the same distance. 
Fanners of Ward county receive six tons of coal for $7.50, which will run two 
stoves all winter; and, if the railroads v/ould carry coal at reasonable rates, every 
man in North Dakota would be enabled to get six tons of coal at less than $lo, 
and many of them much less, but what the Manitoba road does is as in a case 
like this: That, notwithstanding I was shipping a large amount of coal daily 
Into the Red River valley and other sections, and paying an exorbitant rate of 
freight, they ordered their agent to weigh a small box of coal on a little platform 
scales and estimate the contents of the car in this manner and bill it according to 
the estimate thus guessed at, and compel me to pay freight on their estimate; also 
they refuse to transfer their cars onto the Northern Pacific road, so that I am 
unable to ship coal to Lisbon, N. D., from which place I am in receipt of orders 
for coal. Under such an existing state of a&aira, it is not to be wondered at that 
the people demand cheaper fuel. 

Now, there is but one way out of this. The Legislature has full control o( 
regulating the rates fiom any point to any other point in our State, and also to 
compel all railroads to put In "Ys" and siding, and to compel different roads to 
transfer their cars from one road to other roads. It is a fact that North Dakota 
is sending half a million dollars out of the State annually, when one-half of it 
need not he expended at all, and the other half can and should be left at home. 

Now, gentlemen, what we desire you to do is to sign a petition to the Legis- 



e (petitions will be sent to you) and to write lo your members asking them 
IBS a law compelling any railroad that has a line running near any mine in 
the State, and which mine, having shipped not less than ten cars of coal from any 



station to any other station on their line of road in the State, shall upon being 
petitioned by said person or persons who shipped said coal over the line, to put in 
a side track at the nearest point where said railroad runs to said mine, unless both 
parties agree to ^ ut it in at some other point, said siding to be at least 300 feet in 
the clear, and said road shall furnish empty cars and take away full cars from 
said siding the same as they do from any station on said line of road. And also 
that they shall carry all native coal in carload lots of not less than ten tons which 
is mined in North Dakota from an^ station or siding in the State, at the rate of 
$1 per ton for 100 miles or any fraction thereof If shipped to any point less tlian 
100 miles, and at the rate of one-half cent per ton for each mile over the first 100 
miles, and if said car ot coal is transferred from one road to another, the second 
road shall carry the coal for one-half cent per mile for every ton of coal. Upon 
the enactment of such a law, 1 can furnish all the coal needed in North Dakota 
at the following rates, laid down freight and all included, in carload lots of ten 
tons or over, to- wit:

Should the demand be lar^, the price of coat can be reduced accordingly, as 
the more coal mined per day the cost Is less per ton. I have already mined from 
50 to 55 tons of coal per day — but with a aiding at the mine I can put out from 
100 to 300 tons daily on board of cars. I have under the present existing disad- 
vantages — to say nothing of the high freight rates — since November ist, put out 
and sold from 1,200 to 1,500 tons of coal and have furnished coal at cost on board 
of cars to the needy tn the districts in which destitution exists. 

There may be some who may doubt if the rates above asked are paying rates 
for the railroads. The Manitoba is carrying coal from Sand Coulee, Mont^ for 
less than the amounts above mentioned. 'The Chicago & St, Paul is carrying 
coal 450 mites for 40 cents per ton, which is about one-sixth of this rate, and every 
road east of St. Paul is carrying coal for much less. 

This fuel question is a business worth fighting for — in worth agitating and 
striving to secure. Energetic and quick work is needed and we should all pull 
together for the accomplishment of this object.

For domestic use one ton of lignite is equal to two cords of Cottonwood. It ie a 
clean coal, burns freely, leaves a white ash and no soot. For generating steam in 
a stationary boiler, the grate bars should be raised up so as to bring the blaze 
close to the boiler, thu» Increasing by 15 to 20 per cent, the amount of steam 
generated from a certain amount of lignite. For domestic use a good draught 
should be secured and only a little put on the fire at a time. The lids of the 
range should not be raised for the purpose of "punching" the tire from above. 
When a hot fire is wanted a few cliunks should be thrown on the fire, and if 
there is an accumulation of ashes they should be shaken down gently and the 
dampers opened. No gas will then escape and the best results will follow. Br 
filling the fire box half full or more of lignite and closing the dampers a smoul- 
dering fire can be retained for ten or twelve hours, I believe the moat important 
think, next to the reduction of freight rates, is to educate the people how to use 
lignite. Those who have had intelligent experience in its use will join with roe 
in declaring that in the Dakotas we cannot afford to use any other fuel, even with 
the present high rates of transportation. With the transportation rates and the 
expense of mining cut down to the minimum, the use of native coal will be 
extended to such an extent as to almost exclude the use of the foreign product, 
and hundreds of thousands oi dollars will be saved annually to the settlers of 
North Dakota, and the manufacturing interests would receive a wonderful 
impetus. 



F. B. Fancher, Esq., Bismarck, N. D. : 

Dear Sir: Your esteemed favor of the 17th is received and carefully 
noted. Regarding the use of lignite coal, the writer's experience has been con- 
fined almost entirely to its use under sleani boilers, and this letter has reference 
to his observations m that direction only. One o( the first factors to he consid- 
ered by a manufacturer who contemplates using lignite is to get a fireman who 
will fo'get all he ever knew about firing with other fuels and begin his experi- 
ence. This is necessary because the quality of coal varies to a considerable 
extent, and the varying conditions of the atmosphere call for a constant exercise 
of judgment. To illustrate: Much of the lignite coal is mined under water; 
during a temperate condition of the weather much of the moisture would be 
evaporated on contact with the atmosphere, and the calorific power of the coal 
supplemented to the extent of the evaporation, whereas in very cold weather the 
moisture would congeal with the coal, and upon being thrown into the furnace 
would require that heat from the burning mass to evaporate the moisture before 
action could be gotten upon the volatile properties. The result of this is a falling 
off of steam pressure and a consequent loss of power. From this very cause of 
lack of judgment in the fireman much of the popular prejudice against lignite 
coal can be traced. Under favorable atmospheric conditions the coal will throw 
off quick heat in liberal quantity, and ordinary furnaces can be fed once an hour; 
but as the conditions of the atmosphere affect the combustion of the coal, the 
lower the temperature the more frequent the firing, the quantity being lessened 
in proportion to the frequency. 

The amount of ash in lignite vanes considerably, it t>eing the writer's experi- 
ence that the nearer the surface of the earth the coal is mined, the greater the 
quantity of ash, but the ash stands in no relation to the proportion of volatile 
constituents; it is, however, an important factor in arriving at the value, as the 
coal is paid for by weight, and if much of the weight has to be removed from the 
grate bars to allow more perfect draft, a loss is apparent. The surface mined 
coal appears to have much clay or other foreign matter with it, which causes a 
"clinker" to form, and its removal is necessary to aid combustion. To this fact of 
the removal of ashes before the combustion is perfect and complete, is due the 
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long retention of heat by the ash. Lignite ashes will hold Are for six months 
after being removed from the furnace. While not a desirable property lo steam 
users, this retention of heat ought to recommend the fuel for use in hot air fur- 
In the economic valuation of coal, a very important factor is the calorific 
value, or the number of pounds of boiling water that can be evaporated by the 
complete combu^ion of one pound of coal. Tests made in this direction by the 
writer under very favorable conditions, the boiler being thoroughly cleaned, the 
radiation at a minimum, gave a result of nearly three pounds of water evaporated 
to the pound of coal, pressure on the boiler held at eighty pounds. Dry cotton 
wood could have given but little better results at the time. This calorific value 
cannot tie used as authorilaiive in all localities, however, because in this section of 
country the <water used by steam producers is more or less impregnated bv alkali, 
the chemical properties of vrhich vary with the locality, and the scale which these 
chemical properties form inside a boiler would prevent the full power of the fuel 
from reaching the water under conditions above cited. 

The boiler is responsible for the economic production of power, the engine 
for its use, and with a competent force of boiler inspectors in this State, much 
good can be effected tor the producer of native coat. 

The atncunt of gas contained in the various varieties of lignite the writer is 
unable to determine, owing to an absence of opportunity and facilities for such 
tests, but he Is confident that any competent engineer, willing to study the matter, 
can so ai range his grate bars that every particle of gas can be Ignited before 
reaching the Hues, Taking all things into consideration, one season with 
another, the writer is of the opinion that deep mined lignite, free from clay, Is 
relatively as cheap at $3 per ton as eastern coal is at $6. That is, that two tons 
of it will do the same work as one ton of good bituminous coal, and allow for 
the extra labor of handling the extra volume. 

If this letter should suggest other questions to you, the writer will be most 
happy to go further into details.

Dear Sir: Inreply to yours of the 17th inst. I would say that my experi- 
ence in the use of lignite coal has extended over a period of seven years in Man- 
dan, during which time 1 have also used anthracite, and have thus been able to 
compare the heating qualities of the two kinds of fuel. Four years I heated my 
house with anthracite coat, and in burning it, I gave it the advantage of the best 
and latest pattern stoves that were to be purchased in this market. My house 
has six room, and during the severe weather only two of them were thoroughly 
warmed when I used anthracite. I averaged from four to live tons each winter, a 
total cost or about $70. Two years ago I had a furnace put In the basement of 
my house large enough to heat the entire dwlling. I burned lignite coal in It, 
delivered at my house for $2.50 a ton. Last winter I burned less than twenty 
tons. but the entire house was warm all the time. There is no comparison what, 
ever between the comfort that I experience now at a cost of less than $50 a year 
for fuel, and that which I experienced under the old plan at a much higher cost. 
It must not be forgotten, loo, that the removal of stoves from the house gives 
more room, and removes a source of a great deal of dirt and dust. With the coal 
supply properly arranged for feeding to the furnace, the aggregate amount of 
labor of handling the coal for the furnace is not greater than that of handling a 
much smaller quantity of anthracite coal, where it has to he fed to several stoves. 
There are no blacks whatever to the lignite coal, and consequently one objection 
which is found to the bituminous coal does not exist here. 

So much for a practical test of our native lignite in a hot air furnace. My 
experience with a steam engine is limited, although I use it daily in an engine 
that runs the machinery of the Pioneer oRice, and find it works admirably, re- 
quiring but little attention. It is also used lo heat the premises occupied by 
Ihe Pioneer, and does the work at less than one-half what it would cost for any 
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other fuel. It requires but an ordinary amount of Intelligence to use it, foe it 
is free burning, and while it does not, pound for pound, contain as mucli heating 
property as anthracite, It is easier to manage.

Dbar iiiit: Referring to your favor of the 17th inst. as to the relative value 
of lignite coal, I have used this coal for heating by stoves, 1 have in my house 
one Acorn Range; two Westminster self-feeders, hard coal stoves, and one so 
called lignite burner. I have used lignite In all these stoves for the past seven 
years and keep our house of nine rooms comfortably warm in the oaldest 
weather, I prefer tlie Westminster stoves, the regular hard coal stoves for the 
use of lignite coal, It handles well in these stoves. Break the coal in pieces about 
as large as a quarter to half a brick, and in connection with this use up all the fine 
slack, thus using everv particle of the fuel. The coal when dry will burn just 
as free as oak wood, all burn to a white ash, and will not make soot; the stove 
covers are just white. I put in about twenty-two tons every year, and have 
used nine tons of "nut coal" to produce the same amount of heat- 
Hoping this may be of interest to those who may wish to use lignite coal,

Dear Sir: Yours of the 17th received, asking tor information in regard to 
lignite coal. I have used Ixtth wood and lignite coal for generating steam, also 
for heating and cooking purposes, and consider one ton of lignite eq^uivalent to 
one and a half cords of wood. I am informed by those who have used lignite 
for hot air furnaces that It is by far the cheapest fuel. The oniy objection I see 
to the use of it for domestic purposes is that a part of the ash is very light, and, 
if disturbed much, will cause dust to settle in the room; otherwise, lignite is 
much cleaner than bituminous coal.

Dear Sir : Answering your recent favor of inquiry relative to the use of 
lignite coal, permit me to say: I have used this coat in my oflice for heating 
purposes since the year 1880, and have used no other fuel for Ihis purpose. As 
to ilE use for cooking, have had very little experience, as from the abimdance of 
cheap wood fuel in this vicinity and market I first began using wood and have 
since continued to do so, this mostly on account of having apparatus for using 
wood to better advantage than the lignite. Our wood dealers here in Mandan, 
however, say that the wood business is nearly a thing of the past, made so be- 
cause the people have put in stoves, grates and ranges for burning this coal and 
are using now very little wood in their cooking stoves; this on account of the 
cost of coal being less than for wood and that the fire lasts longer and holds itt 
heat in a better and more satisfactory manner. This is the fourth winter in 
which I have used lignite in a furnace in my house exclusively for heating. One 
furnace heats seven ordinary sized rooms, and in a very satisfactory manner. 
Having in a former house used anlhracite coai for some years in stoves, I am 
prepared to sav that the use of lignite for heating purposes far surpasses the hard 
coal. It will burn as long and make a reliable, steady and more satisfactory heat 
than anthracite. Like everything else, it has to be understood to he utilized. 
When understood, it meets every requirement for heat production. 
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improvised cheap furnaces from sloves encased in sheet-iron cases and have n 
aged to supply warmth for their homes at a much less expense and trouble than 
from any other method admissable in this locality. A furnace to use this coal 
should l>e of the simplest kind, and have a large nre pot and large ash pit under, 
and the ashes removed every day. After being imderstood there is little trouble 
in making the lignite answer every purpose, which a more costly fuel would do. 
Now, as to cost, I know from former enperience here that to heat the same 
amount of space as well as I do with Che lignite, would cost double the amount if 
anthracite was used, and about the same proportion if wood. I consider that the 
presence of such lat^e deposits of lignite in this portion of Dakota settles the 
vexed fuel problem for both Dakotas, when it is properly handled.

Gentlemen: Yours of the 17th instant, «ith query regarding lignite coal. 

I beg to state that this coal is used here by all the inhabitants for all domestic 
and heating purposes exclusively. This coal requires for igniting but very little 
kindling, while the heating qualities prove about equal to wood. The retention 
of heat is. however, much greater than hard coal; even the ashes retain lire for 
days. Lignite when used in a dry state will form no clinkers, but makes con- 
siderable quantity of ash of a light gray color. It is used here in every known 
tort of stove with grates in which hard coal will bum ; however, it will bum to 
best advantage in stoves with large lire boxes, with sufficient draft. For hot air 
furnaces and steam boilers, lignite will answer equally as well as for stoves, large 
ash pits, or Iwxes, being required to prevent choking. The relative power of 
lignite coal for generating heat may be compared to about 60 per cent, of the 
best hard coal; the coal will slack in open air, but will keep intact under cover. 

II is a clear, free-burning fuel.

Gentlemen: My experience with lignite coal for Che past seven years is 
that it does not cost over 30 per cent, of eastern coal or wood. With lignite coal 
at $2 per ton, 35 cents per day will supply all I need for my hotel range, which 
is large enough to do the cooking for seventy-five regular boarders; my range 
has nine ten inch openings on lop, and two large ovens. A very Important 
feature especially around a cooking range is not to have soot or dirt There is 
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none whatever from lignite coal; a fine white powder coating accumulates, but 
with 3 good strong draft but little of that. I prefer thU coal for heating purposes 
to any other fuel.

From our investigation of this subject, we submit the following comparative 
value of fuel: 

One ton of lignite coal equal to one and a half cords of wood. 
-One and a half tons of lignite coal equal to one ton of bituminous coal. 

Two tons of lignite coal equal to one ion of anthracite coal. 

We also have gathered much information in regard to the practical and eco- 
nomical use of lignite coal, notably iU preservation by keeping it under cover, 
cellars or sod coal houses being the best; for generating steam, raise tlie grates 
nearer the boiler than for other fuel. This fuel can be utilized in any kind of 
stove with a moderately fine grate, and is a success in base burners as well as cyl- 
inder heaters, and, perhaps, has its greatest utility in hot-air furnaces, much 'of 
the testimony in this particular being too late for this report. As a fuel for sta- 
tionary steam power, we predict it will take the lead of all other fuel.

Ab a. consequence of these investigations, and the general de- 
mand for cheaper fuel and cheaper freight rates, the Legislative 
Assembly passed the following act entitled: 

An Act to Fix the Maximum Rates That Railroad Companies May Charge for 
the TransporUtion of Coal Mined Within the State of North Dakota. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislative Asseindly of the Stale of North Dakota: 

Section i. All railroad companies doing business as common carriers within 
the State of North Dakota shall not charge for the transportation of coal inined 
within the State from any station or siding within the State a greater rate per ton 
per mile than the following: For the first fifty (50) miles or fractional part 
thereof, seventy-five (75) cents per ton; for any distance over fifty (50) miles and 
and not to exceed one hundred (100) miles, ninety-five (95) cents per ton ; for any 
distance over one hundred Ooo) miles and not to exceed one hundred and fifty 
(150) miles, one dollar and fifteen cents ($1,15) per ton ; for any distance over one 
hundred and fifty (ijo) miles and not exceeding two hundred (100) miles, one 
dollar and Ihirty'five cents ($1.35) per Ion; for any distance over two hundred 
(300) miles and not to exceed two hundred and fifty (150) miles, one dollar and 
mtv-five cents (:»l-j5) per ton; for anv distance over two hundred and fifty (1504 
miles and not to exceed three hundred (300) miles, one dollar and seventy-five 
cents (81 .75) per ton ; tor anv distance over three hundred ^300) mii?B and not to 
exceed three hundred and fifty (350) miles, one dollar'and nmety-five cents ($1.95) 
per ton; for any distance over three hundred and fifty (350) miles and not to 
exceed four hundred (400) mites, two dollars and fifteen cents ($i-is) F*r ton. 

Sec. 1. Any neglect or refusal to carry out any part of the provisions ol 
this act shall subject the railroad company so refusing or neglecting to carry out 
the provisions of this act, to a fine or penalty of not less than twenty-five ($»si 
dollars per day for each and every day so neglecting or refusing, to be recovered 
by any person suffering loss or damage thei eby ; said forfeiture or penalty may be 
recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners of Railroads to enforce 
the provisions of this act in the name of the Stale of North Dakota. 

Sec. 4. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed. 

S&C ,<;. An emergency existing in that there are no \a^^ now in force for 
the regulating of railroad freight rates for the transportatlpn (^ pj^l mined in the 
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Stale of North Dakota, this act shall take efiect and be in force immediately from 
and after its passage and approval. 
Approved March 3, 1890.

No replies were received to these letters. 
On April 16, 1890, the Commissioners held a conference with 
the railroad officials in St. Paul, to urge upon them the adoption 
of coal rate schedules in accordance with the act of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly. This the roads refused to do, maintaining: 

First That the Legislative Assembly bad no right to fix arbi- 
trary rates at which they should do business without any right 
of appeal. 

Second. That this act was repealed by Chapter 122, Laws of 
North Dakota (the general railroad law), which was approved 
March 19, 1890. 

Third. That it is unconstitutional in tnat it fixes rates which 
are below cost of transportation. 

The commissioners determined to enforce the law, and in order 
that no misunderstanding might occur, on April 21, 1890, the fol- 
lowing letterwas addressed to the general traffic manager of the 
Great Northern Railway, and one of similar import to the North- 
ern Pacific railroad.

In the meantime J. L. Golton, of Minot, N. D., had loaded a car 
with coal at that point, consigned to George Golton, of Lisbon, N. 
D., via Larimore and Davenport, had paid the freight as provided 
by the coal-rate law. The money was accepted by the agent of 
the Great Northern railway, but the car was held for inBtmctions 
from the company. They refused to transport the coal without 
greater compensation than that accepted by their local agent 
Mr. Co]ton appealed to the Commission for the enforcement of 
the law, and after a final refusal of the company to transport the 
coal at the rate fixed by the Legislative Assembly—? At a meet- 
ing of the Board held May 16, 1890, the Attorney General was 
instrncted to bring snit to compel the railroad to transport the 
car of coal at the rates fixed by law. Suit was begun before 
Judge Tempteton, of the First Judicial District, and the case was 
argued in Chambers at Grand Forks October 14, 1890, by Attorney 
General Geo. F. Goodwin for the State and General Solicitor M. 
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D, Grover and Attorney W. E, Dodge for the Great Northern 
railway. The case was decided adversely to the State, on the 
gronud that the law was repealed by Chapter 122, Laws of 1890. 
No other question being oaseed apon. This left the old schedules 
in force until through the urgent solicitation of the Board the 
Northern Pacific were induced to put in force a schedule of rates 
on lignite coal from Sims and Dickinson to all points on their 
lines ID North Dakota, which has been approved by the Board, 
and the Great Northern railway was requested to issue schedules 
giving like liberal rates ou their lines. 

We append herewith the letter of General TrafiSc Manai^er J. 
M. Haunaford and a table showing the rates on lignite coal from 
Sims and Dickinson when the B^rd came into power, the rate 
obtained by the Board January 31, 1890, and the new rate put in 
force December 7, 1890, showing a total average reduction of over 
35 per cent, on lignite coal rates since this Board came into 
power:

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LOADING PLATFORMS. 



Chapter 123, Laws of the First Legislative Assembly of North 
Ifakota, entitled, "An act to facilitate the shipment of live stock, 
grain and other commodities," provides that " every railroad com- 
pany or corporation doing business in this State shall within 
sixty days after this shall «o into effect, upon notice from the 
Commissioners of Railroads, build, erect or complete one or more 
platforms for the transfer of live stock, grain and other commodi- 
ties from wagons or otherwise, to cars at each and every station 
designated in said notice. 

It further provides that said notice shall be given the railroad 
companies " after receiving a petition signed by ten taxpayers, 
residents of the place or its vicinity where such platform is to be 
erected." 

It is made the duty of the Board of Commissioners of Railroads 
to give such notice to the railroad companies, but no power is 
conferred on them in the act to enforce its provisions. Under 
this act a great many petitions for platforms have been received 
by the board, and the railroad companies have been promptly 
notified of the receipt of such petitions and have been requested 
to comply therewith, but with few exceptions they have refused 
to comply with the request on the ground that at the points 
where platforms had been petitioned for they had already pro- 
vided ample facilities for the transaction of all business offered at 
said points. 

One of the first petitions received was from citizens of Osno- 
brock, Cavalier county. North Dakota, which we give in full with 
the reply of Vice-President W. P. Clough, of the Great Northern 
Railway, to the request of the Board that the loadi^ platform 
petitioned for be erected: also the petitions from Hope, Steele 
county, and from Inkstor, Grand Forks county, with the reply of 
the company: 

To the Honorable Board of Radroad Commissioners. 

We, the undersigned farmcrB of Osnabrock and vicfnltv, Cavalier county, N. 
D., do hereby petition jour honorable Board to erect a platfurm for the transfer 
of live stock, grain and other commoditieB from w^ons or otherwise into cars, in 
accordance with House Bill No, 64.

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FREIGHT RATES. 



The qnestioQ o£ discnmination in freight rates was brought 
before the Legislative AsBembly, and the matter was referred to 
' the Committee on Railroads, which made the following report on 
January 22, 1890: 
Mr. Speaker. 

Your sub-committee appointed from the Committee on Railroads and 
instructed to investigate the rates upon freights over the railroads operating 
wilhin this State and the question as to whether such rater discriminate against 
the shippers of this State, have had the same under consideration and beg leave 

That they have collected, compiled and attach hereto as exhibits "A, B, C, 
D, E, F and G," comparative statements showing the rates of freif^htg over rail- 
roads operating both within and without this State, and showing: 

First. The rates from points without to different points within the State. 

Second, The rates between points within this State where the distances 
between such points form a part of the distance included in the Rrst showing. 

Third. The excess charged upon freight shipped from one point to another 
in this State over the rate charged from points without this Stale to the same 
point of destination. 

Fourth. In exhibits " F and G," showing rates charged by the same lines of 
railroads for given distances In Minnesota, and compared willi rates charged for 
same distances within this State. 

In view of the facts as shown in said exhibits, and of such other information 
as has come to their knowledge, it is the opinion of your sub-corn mil lee that the 
shippers of this State are discriminated against in the matter of freight rales, and 
that such discrimination is in favor and tends to the building up of cities in other 

That this system of freight rates will materially retard the growth and pros- 
perity of our State. That it is the intention of the railroad companies to prevent, 
and that their action is preventing the building up of towns and cities within our 
State; and that without the upbuilding of such trade centers, with their corre- 
sponding tax paying power, we shall ever remain a weak dependency of adjoin- 
ing states. Your committee would therefore recommend such legislation as shall 
tend lA relieve us from this unjust restriction.

MANITOBA RAILWAY. 
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No further action being taken by the Legislative Assembly, the 
matter wae brought before the Board by a petition from the Board 
of Trade of Fargo, K. D., asking that low rates be made to Fargo 
and Grand Forks, aud that these be made terminal pointa and 
rates ^i'ven that would foster the jobbing trade and build up dis- 
tributing and jobbing centers within the State. 

The matter was taken up by the Commiasioners, and the North- 
ern Pacific, Great Northern and Chicago, Milwaukee & St, Paul 
railways were aeked to make such rates to these points. The 
representativee of the roads expressed themselves as favoring the 
trial of such a course, if the laws of the State and the Interstate 
Commerce Law would permit them to do so, and asked that the 
question be submitted to the Attorney General, which was done 
in the following language: 

"Can the Commissioners of Railroads or the railroad compa- 
nies establish terminal rates for any one or more cities or locali- 
ties in the State of North Dakota, without giving to all other 
cities or localities in the State the same proportionate rates?" 
To which the Attorney General replied as follows: 



ecretary Board of Coramissioners of Railroads, Bhmarck, 

Dear Sir : Mav 19, 1890, your honorable Board requested my opinion upon 
the following question: "whether thiii Board or the railroad companies can estab- 
lish terminal rates for one or more cities or localities in the State of North Da- 
kota, without giving to all other cities or localities in the Slate the same propor- 
tionate rates." In order to a correct understanding of this question, it is neces- 
sary to call your attention to certain provisions of an Act passed by the late Leg- 
islative Assembly entitled, "An Act to regulate common carriers and defining the 
duties of Railroad Commissioners in relation thereto in the State of North Da- 
kota," approved March 19, 1890. 

Sections 2 and 6 of said Act reads as follows: "Sec. i. That all charges made 
by any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this Act, for any service ren- 
dered or to be rendered in the transportation of passengers or property as afore- 
said, or in connection therewith, or for the receiving, delivering, storage or hand- 
ling of such property, shall be equal and reasonable ; and every unequal and un- 
reasonable charge for such service is prohibited and declared to be unlawful ; Pro- 
tided, That one carload of freight of any kind or class shall be transported at as 
low a rate per ton, and per ton per rnile. as any greater number of carloads of the 
same kind and class from and to the same points of origination or destination. It 
shall be unlawful for any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this Act, 
to make or give any unequal or unreasonale preference or advantage to any par- 
ticular person, company, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular descrip- 
tion of traffic, in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of traffic to any 
unequal or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in any respect whatsoever,'' 

Sec. 6. "That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier, subject to the 
provisions of this Act, to charge or receive any greater compensation for the 
transportation of passengers or of like kind, or class and quantity of property for 
a shorter than for a longer distance over the same line, the shorter being included 
within the longer distance, but this shall not be construed as authorizing any 
common carrier, subject to the provisions of this Act, to charee or receive as 
great compensation for a shorter as for a longer distance ; Provided, ho-wever. That 
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upon application to the CotnmiGsionerE of Railroads, such common carrier tnaj', 
in special cases, alter investigation hy the said Commissioners, be autliorized to 
charge less lor longer than for shorter diatancea, for the transportation of passen- 
gers or property'; and the Commissioners may from time to time prescribe the 
extent to which such designated common carrier may be relieved from the opera- 
tion of this section of this Act." 

This law is substantially a copy of the Interstate Commerce Law as passed 
by Congress, with eome important changes to be noted. Section 6 of our law is 
substantially the same as Section 4 of the Interstate Commerce Act, and is iden- 
tical with the same section in the Minnesota law. Although in the Minnesota 
and Dakota law the words "in the ajcgregate," and the words "under Eubstantiallv 
similar circumstances and conditions," and the words "in the same direction,^ 
which are in the Act of Congress, seem to have been purposely omitted from the 
law in Minnesota and Dakota. Reading Section 6 in connection with the proviso 
contained in Subdivision A of Section 2 and the provisions contained in Subdivis- 
ion B of Section 2, and it seems too clear for controversy that the Legislature, 
whether wisely or unwisely remains to be seen, intended to take away the power 
of common carriers or of the Commissioners of Railroads to make any discrimi- 
nation in favor of individuals or localities on account of peculiar kinds of busi- 
ness, the amount of bulk of business to be transacted, or for the purpose of build- 
ing up trade centers or what may be termed terminal points, subject to the proviso 
contained in the latter part of Section 6 with regard to special cases hereinafter 
referred to. To allow the Board of Commissioners or the common carriers of 
the Stale to establish rates for any particular cities or localities in the State that 
are proportionately less than are given to other cities and localitieson the same line 
of road would be to violate the spirit as well as the letter of the law. Under the pro- 
'viso contained in Section 6 above quoted, your Board is authorized, upon application 
by the common carrier in special cases, and after investigation, to authorize eatd 
common carriers to charge less for longer than shorter distances and to lay down 
rules prescribing the extent to which such designated common carrier may be re- 
lieved from the operation of said Section 6. In my opinion this proviso does ijot 
authorize the Board, even upon application of the common carrier, to establish a 
general rate applicable to all shipments from agiven locality. It is only in sfedal 
"""■s that the Commissioners are authorized to act under this proviso; -'--•■ —

On October 16, 1890, E. M. Eaworth & Oa, importers and 
wholesale grocers of Fargo, N. D., entered complaint before the 
board of unjust disorimiuatioDs against Fargo by the railroad 
companies in sugar schedules from San Francisco, Cal., to Fai^ 
and St. Paul.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 



Section 18 ( b) of Chapter 122, Laws of North Dakota requires the 
Commissioners of Railroads "to investigate and consider what, if 
any, amendment or revision of the railroad laws of the State the 
best interests of the State demand." 

We submit the following recommendations: 

The Legislative ABsembly of 1889-90 enacted a law for the 
regulation of common carriers, and defining the powers and duties 
of the Commissioners of Baiiroads which was practically a copy 
of the Minnesota law upon that subje-^t. This law, at the time of 
its enactment by our Legislature had been sustained by the Su- 
preme Court of Minuesota, and was supposed by all to be the 
most practical of any of the State laws npon this subject 

This law had scarcely .gone into effect when the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of the State of Minnesota vs. The 
Chicago, Milwaukee <& St. Paul Railway company decided the 
Minnesota law unconstitutional so far as it related to the power 
of the Board to enforce any of its orders under that law. 

In the face of this decision, the Board, for the last year, have 
felt that they could not with safety undertake to enforce orders 
under our law, for it would necessarily be doomed to the same 
fate as the Minnesota law if it was carried to the higher courts. 
The Legislature should at once so amend the law as to remedy 
the evil pointed out by the United States Supreme Court in the 
case above referred to. 

Another serious defect in onr law was discovered when the 
Board undertook to secure lower commercial rates for the cities 
of Grand Forks and Fargo. 

The opinion of the Attoruey General upon this point, which 
appears elsewhere in full, will doubtless suggest to the Legisla- 
ture the changes necessary to enabie the Board to secure these 
reduced rates. This is a most important subject, as nothing can 
be of greater advantage to the whole State than building of com- 
mercial centers, and the Board have no doubt but what they 
would have secured for the jobbers of Grand Forks and Fargo 
the same commercial advantages enjoyed by St Paul and Minne- 
apolis shippers, had our law permitted these rates to be estab- 
lished. Longer and mote varied experience under this law may 
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safest aud make necessary other changes, but with these two 
weak places in the law properly corrected we believe the work of 
the commission would be much more effpctive. 

The efforts of the last Legislature to properly regulate and 
control the elevators and graiu warehouses in the State resulted 
in the passage of several laws upon this subject. Some of these 
laws require the commissioners to perform unlawful and impos- 
sible acts. 

They are as absolutely incapable of execution as they are of in- 
terpretation, and we earnestly recomraeud that Chapters 187, 188 
and 190, of the laws of 1890, aud also the whole of Article 2 of 
Chapter 6 of the Compiled Laws of 1887, be repealed. Some of 
these laws are more particularly mentioned under the subject of 
"Grain Inspection," and their (lefects there pointed out If these 
laws are repealed by the Legislature, we would recommend thepas- 
sage of a law conferring upon the Board of Commissioners of Bail- 
roads power to adopt such rules and regulations governing the 
shipment and storage of grain and farm produce, and the man- 
Element and control of elevators and public warehouses, as to the 
Board is deemed necessary to protect the rights of all the people 
of this State. 

Section 1 of Chapter 123, laws of 1890, being the act to require 
railroad companies to construct loading platforms at stations and 
sidetracks was as follows: "Every railroad company or corpora- 
tion doing business in this State, shall, within sixty days after this 
act shall go into effect, upon notice from the Commissioners of 
Railroads, build, erect," etc. 

The act was approved and went into effect February 17, 1890. 
From the reading of this first section, it might, with apparent 
reason, be claimed that under this law a railroad company could 
only be required to build platforms for the first sixty days after 
its passage, or until April 17, 1890. This shonld be so amended 
as to give the companies sixty days after receiving the notice from 
the Board to build the platforms and comply with the law. 

The Commission is firmly of the opinion that the moat satisfac- 
tory aud best results of the Boai-d of Commissioners can never be 
attained until there is a stability and permanency given to the 
Board that it does not now possess and cannot be conferred upon 
it under our present Constitution. There is no other branch of 
the executive part of a state government that requires such an 
amount of practical experience and knowledge as that of Commis- 
sioners of Bailroads. As long as the Board is liable to a com- 
plete change every two years, the State cannot expect the best re- 
salts. 

In one term of office of two years, not even an elementary 
knowledge can be attained of the principles which govern or 
ought to govern the regulation and manf^ment of railroads. 

To expect men taken from the mass of the people, without any 
previous special preparation to accomplish the best results in 
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dealing with men who ham made the subject a life stady and 
special work is to expect almost an impossibility. 

One of the most serious defects in our State Constitution is 
that contained ia Section 82, requiring the entire Board of Com- 
missioners to be elected every two years. We cannot too earn- 
estly recommend that the Constitution be so amended that the 
Bou^ will always be compoBed of at least one experienced Com- 
missioner. We believe the term should be made six years, and 
one Commissioner be elected every two years. If this is thought 
to be too louK, the term could could be made four years; two 
Commissioners to be elected every alternate two years, and one 
Commissioner every other two years. As the term of office of all 
of the present Board expires this year, they caunot be accused 
of having any interest in this recommendation other than that of 
private citizens desirous of securiug to the people of the State the 
greatest good from this important branch of our government, a 
lengthened term of office so arranged that the Board will at all 
times retain at least one old member of the Board, will secure a 
d^ree of permanency and experience absolutely essential to the 
usefulness of the commission, and without which it cannot suc- 
cessfully be maintained. 
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THE GENERAL RAILROAD LAW. 



An Act, entitled, "An Act to Regulate Common Carriers and Defining the 

Duties of the Commissioners of Railroads in Relation Thereto, in the State 

of North Daliota," 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of North Dakota : 

Section i. (b) That the provisions of this act shall apply to any common 
carrier or carriers engaged in the transportation of passengers or property wholly 
by railroads, or partly by railroad and partly by water, when both are used under 
a common control, management or arrangement for a carriage or shipment from 
one place or station to another, both being within the State of North Daliota. 
Provided, That nothing in tiiis act shall apply to street railways or to the carriage 
storage or liandling by any common carrier of property free or at reduced rates 
for the United States or for the State of North Dakota, or for any municipal gov- 
ernment or corporation within the State, or for any charitable purpose, or to or 
from fairs and expositions for exhibition thereat {or stock for breeding purposes), 
or to the issuance of mileage, excursion or commutation passenger tickets, at rates 
made equal to all, or to transportation to stock shippers with cars, and nothing in 
the provisions of this act shall be construed to prevent common carriers, subject 
to the provisions of this act, from issuing passes for the free transportation of 
passengers or to ministers of religion, sisters of charity or to missionaries or to 
students of any college or university, or other institutions of learning of this 
State, or to children attending any of the educational or charitable institutions of 
the State, subject to the provisions of this act. 

(b) The term "railroad" as used in this act shall include all bridges or ferries 
used or operated in connection with any railroad, and also all the road in use by 
any corporation operating a railroad, whether owned or operated under a contract, 
agreement or lease: and the term "transportation" shall include all instrumental- 
ities of shipment or carriage. 

Sec. z. (a) That ail charges made by any common carrier, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act, for any service rendered or to be rendered in the transportation 
of passengers or property as aforesaid, or in connection therewith, or for the re- 
ceiving, delivering, storage or handling of such property, shall be equal and rea- 
sonable ; and every unequal and unreasonable charge for such service is prohibited 
and declared to be unlawful; Provided, That one carload of fre^ht of any kind 
or class shall be transported at as low a rate per ton, and per ton per mile, as any 
greater number of carloads of the same kind and class from and to the same 
points of origination or destination. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any common carrier, subject to the provisions 
of this act, to make or give any unequal or unreasonable preference or advantage 
to any particular person, company, firm, corporation or locality or any particu- 
lar description of traffic, in any respect whatsoever, or to subject any particular 
person, company, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of 
trailic to any unequal or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in any respect 
whatsoever. 
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Sec. 3. (a) That all common carriers, subject to the provUions of this act, 
Ghall, according to their respective powers, provide, at the point of connection, 
crossing or intersection, ample facilities for transferring cars and for accommo. 
dating and transferring passengers, and trafiic of all kinds and classes, from their 
tines or tracks, to those of any other common carrier whose lines or tracks may 
connect with, cross or intersect their own, and shall afiord all equal and reasonable 
facilities for the interchange of cars and traffic between their respective lines, and 
for the receiving, forwarding and delivering of passengers and property and cars 
to and from their several lines and those of other common carriers connected 
therewith, and shall not discriminate in their rates and charges between such 
connecting lines, or for freight coming over sucn lines ; but this shall not be con- 
strued as requiring any common carrier to use for another common carrier its 
tracks, equipments or terminal facilities without reasonable compensation. 

(i) That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act to enter into any combination, contract or agreement, expressed or im- 
plied, to prevent, by change of time or schedule, or by carriage in different cars, 
or by any other means or device, the carriage of freight from being continuous 
from' the place of shipment to the place of destination ; and no break of bulk, 
stoppage or interruption made by such common carrier shall prevent the carri^e 
of freight from being treated as one continuous carriage from the place of ship- 
ment to the place of destination, unless such break, stoppage or interruption was 
made in good faith for some necessary purpose and without any intent to avoid 
or unnecessarily interrupt such continuous carriage or to evade any of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(c) Every common carrier operating a railway in this State shall, without 
unreasonable delay, furnish, start and run cars for the transportation of persons 
and property, which, within a reasonable time theretofore, is offered for transporta- 
tion at any of its stations on its line of road and at the junctions of other rail- 
roads, and at such stopping places as mar be established for receiving and dis- 
charging passengers and freight; and shall take, receive, transport and discharge 
such passengers and property at. from and to such stations, junctions and places, 
ttn and from all trains advertised to stop at the same, for passengers and freight, 
respectfully, upon the due payment, or tender of payment, of tolls, freight or 
fare therefore, if such payment is demanded. Every such common carrier shall 
permit connections to be made and maintained in a reasonable manner with its 
side tracks to and from any warehouse, elevator or manufactory without reference 
to its size or capacity ; Provided, That this shall not be construed so as to require 
any common carrier to construct or furnish any side tracks off from its own land; 
Prixvided, farther. That where stations are fifteen miles or more apart, the com- 
mon carrier, when required to do so by the Commissioners of Railroads, shall 
construct and maintain a side track for the use of shippers between such stations. 

(d) Whenever any property is received by any common carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act, to be transported from one place to another within this 
State, it shall be lawful foi such common carrier to limit in any way, except as 
stated in its classification schedule, hereinafter provided for, its common law lia- 
Mlity with reference to such property while In its custody as a common carrier 
(as hereinbefore mentioned), such liability must Include the absolute responsibil- 
ity of the common carrier for the acts of its agents in relation to such property. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful for any common carrier subject to the pra- 
visions of this act, to enter into any contract, agreement, or combination with any 
other common carrier or carriers for the division or pooling of business of differ- 
ent or competing railroads, or to divide between them the aggregate or net pro- 
ceeds of the earnings of such railroads, or any portion thereof; and in case of an 
agreement for the pooling of their business aforesaid each day of its continuance 
shall be deemed a separate offense. 

Sec. 5. That if any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, 
shall, directly or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, drawback, or other device 
chaise, demand, collect or receive from any person or persons a greater or less 
compensation for any service rendered, or to be rendered. In the transportation of 
passengers or property subject to the provisions of this act, than it charges, de- 
mands, collects or receives from any other person or persons for doing for him or 
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them a like or contemporaneouE service, in the transportation of paesen^rs or 
property, such common carrier shall be deemed guilty of unjust discrimination, 
which is hereby prohibited and declared to be unlawful. 

Sec. 6. That il shall Iw unlawful for any common carrier, subject to the 
provision* of this act, to charge or receive any greater compensation for the 
transportation of passengers or of like kind or class and quantitv of property for 
a shorter than for a longer distance over the same line, the shorter bein^ in- 
cluded within the longer distance ; but this shall not be construed as authorizing 
any common carrier, subject lo the provisions of this act, to charge or receive as 
great compensation for a shorter as for a longer distance: Provided, iatvever. That 
upon application to the CommiGsioners of Railroads, such common carrier may, 
in special cases, after investigation by said Commissioners, be authorized to 
charge less for longer than for shorter distances, for the transportEtion o( passen- 
gers or property ; and the CommlBsioners may from time to time prescribe the 
extent to which such designated common carrier may be relieved from the opera- 
tion of this section of this act. 

Sec. 7. (a) That it shall be unlawful tor any common carrier, subject to 
the provisions of this act, to charge or receive any greater compensation per ton 
per mile for the contemporaneous transportation of the same class of freight for 
a longer than a shorter distance over llie same line, in the same general direction, 
or from the same original point of departure, or to the same point of arrival ; but 
this shall not be construed as authorizing any common carrier, subject to the 
provisions of this act, to charge as high a rate per ton per mile for a longer as for 
a shorter distance. 

{6) The Railroad Commissioners shall on or before August isC of each year 
adopt a system of nniform rules which they may change from time to time as 
found necessary, governing the distribution of cars to be loaded among appli- 
cants at stations and side-tracks on all railroads in this State, and they shall serve 
a copy of such rules upon all railroad superintendents in this State, which shall 
be sufficient notice to such railroad company, and said rules shall have all the 
force and effect of an order under the provisions of this act, and the disregard of 
he requirements or refusal to obey the requirements of such rules, shall subjec£ 
and make liable said common carrier to the pains and penalties made and pro- 
vided in such case. The Railroad Commissioners shall publish said rules in one 
newspaper in each county having a railroad station within llfi limits, as elsewhere 
provided in this act for the publication of rates, and shall also cause a copy of 
said rules to be posted in tome public place at each station and side-track, for the 
information of shippers. If any railroad company shall refuse or neglect to 
furnish cars as provided in the rules aforesaid at any station or side-track, com- 
plaint having been made to the Railroad Commissioners or any one of them, it 
shall be their duty to immediately enquire into the cause of such delav in fur- 
nishing the cars demanded, and if they find just cause for complaint they are 
empovrered and required to make such orders and rules as they may deem to be 
right and just to all parties concerned, the same to be enforced as other orders 
and rules are enforced under the provisions of this act; Provided. All railroad 
corporations, in case of a shortage of cars, shall be required to furnish at all 
times each branch or division of its road its just proportion of cars required for 
the transportation of freight, according to the amount offered for shipment on 
each branch or division. 

(r) There shall in no case be more than one terminal charge for switching 
or transferring any car, whether the same is loaded or empty, within the limits of 
any one city or town. If it is necessary that any car pass over the tracks if 
more than one company, within such city or town limits, in order to reach its 
final destination, or to be returned therefrom to its owner or owners, then the 
companv tirsl switching or transferring such car shall be entitled to receive the 
entire charge to be made therefor, and shall be liable to the company or com- 
panies doing the subsequent switching or transferring thereof for its or their 
reasonable and equitable share of the compensation received, and if the companies 
so jointly interested therein cannot agree upon the share thereof which each is 
entitled to receive, the same shall be determined by the Commissioners of Rail- 
roads whose decision thereon shall be final and conclusive upon all parties inter- 
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ested, and the said commissionerB are airthoriied to establiBh such rules and regu- 
lations in tiiat tiehalf as to tiiem ma^ seem just and reasonable and not In conflict 
witVi this act. 

Sec. 8. fa) That ewery comn^on carrier, subject to the provisions of this 
act, shall within sixty (6o) days after ihis act shall take efiect, print and thereafter 
keep for public inspection, schedules showing the classification, rates, fares and 
charges for the transportation of passengers and property of all kinds and classes 
which such common carrier has established, and which are in force at the time, 
upon its railroad, as defined by the first section of this act. This schedule printed 
as aforesaid by such common carrier shall plainly state the places upon 
its railroad l>etween which property and passengers will l>e carried, and shall con- 
tain "classification of freight" in force upon each of the lines of such railroad, a 
distance tarlfi, and a table of interstation distances, and shall also state separately' 
the terminal charges, and any rules or regulations which in anywise change, 
affect or determine any part of the aggregate of such aforesaid rates, fares and 
charges. Such schedules shall be plainly printed in large type, and copies, for 
the use of the public, shall be kept in every depot or station upon any such rail- 
road, in such places and in such form that they can be conveniently inspected, 

(i) No change of classification shall be made, and no change shall be made 
in the rates, fares and charges, which have been established and published as 
aforesaid, by any common carrier, in compliance with the requirements of this 
section, wiihout the order or by the authority of the Railroad Commissioners ex- 
cept after ten (lo) days' public notice, which notice shall plainly state (he changes 
proposed to be made in the schedules then in force, and the time when the 
changed schedules will go into effect, and Che proposed changes wilt be shown by 
printing new schedules, or shall be plainly indicated upon the schedules in force 
at the time and kept for public inspection. 

(c) And when any common carrier shall have established and published its 
clasBifications, rates, fares and chains in compliance with the provisions of this 
section, it shall be unlawful for such common carrier to charge, demand, collect 
or receive from any person or persons a greater or less compensation for the 
transportation ot passengers or property or for any service in connection there- 
with, than is specified in such published schedule of classifications, rates, fares 
and charges as may at the time be in force. 

(d) Every common carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, shall file 
with the Commissioners of Railroads copies of its schedules of classifications, 
rates, fares, and charges which have been established and published in compliance 
with the requirements of this section, and shall promptly notify said Commis- 
sioners of all changes proposed to be made in the same. Every such common 
carrier shall also file with said Commissioners copies of all contracts, agreements 
or arrangements with other common carriers in relation to any trafliic affected by 
the provisions of this act, to which contracts, agreements or arrangements it may 
be a party. And in cases where passengers or freight pass over lines or routes 
operated by more than one common carrier, and the several common carriers 
operating such lines or routes, establish joint scheJulea of rates or fares, or 
charges or classifications, for such lines or routes, copies of such joint schedules 
shall also, in like manner be filed with said Commissioners. Such joint sched- 
ules of rates, fares, charges and classificationB, for such lines, so filled as afore- 
said, shall also be made public by such common carriers in the same manner as 

"hereinbefore provided for the publication of tariffs upon Its own lines. 

(e) That In case the Commissioners shall at any time find that any part of 
the tariff of rates, fares, charges or classifications so filed and published as herein- 
before provided, are in any respect unequal or unreasonable, they shall have the 
power and are hereby authorized and directed to compel any common carrier to 
change the same and adopt such rate, fare, charge or classification as said Com- 
missioners shall declare to equal and reasonable. To which end the Commis- 
sioners shall, in writing, inform such common carrier, in what respect such 
tariff of rates, fares, charges or classifications are unequal or unreasonable, and 
shall recommend what tariff shall be substituted therefor. 

(/) In case such common carrier shall neglect or refuse for ten (lo) days 
after such notice to substitute such tariff of rates, fares and charges or classifii^- 
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tione, or to adopt the eame as recommended by the com mission, It shall be the 
dut}' of said commibelon to immediately publish such tariff of rates, fares, charges 
or classificationE as they have declared to be equal and reasonable in one or more 
newspapers published In the count}> or counties through or into which the road 
or lines may run, upon which the charges so recommended by the commission 
are to take effect. The newspapers in which such publication shall be made (sub- 
ject to the above condition, that they ehall be published in the county or counties 
through or into which such road or line of road may run) and the duration of 
time which such notice shall be published shall be in discretion of the commis- 
sioners; but the tariff of rates, fares, cliarges or classifications recommended by 
the comniiGsion shall be in full force and effect from and after the expiration of 
ten days from the service upon each such common carrier of the notice in writing 
required by Subdivision "t" of this section without regard to the publication ai 



■e of such notice in writing upon such o 
for such common carrier to charge a higher or lower rate, fare, charge or classi- 
fication than that lived bv said commission. 

(^) If any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, shall neg- 
lect or refuse to publish or file its schedule of classifications, rates, fares or 
charges, or any part thereof as provided in this section, or if any common carrier 
shall refuse or neglect to carry out such recommendation made and published by 
such commissioners, such common carrier shall be subject to a writ of man- 
damns, to be issued by any judge of the Supreme Court, or of any of the district 
courts of this State upon application of the Commissioners to compel compliance 
with requirements of this section, and with the recommendation of the commis- 
sioners and failure to comply with the requirements of the writ of mandamus 
shall be punishable as and for contempt, and the Commissioners, as complain- 
ants, may also apply to any such judge for a writ of injunction against such com- 
mon carrier from receiving or transporting property or passengers within this 
State until such common carrier shall have complied with the requirements of 
this section and the recommendations of said Commissioners, and for any willful 
violation or failure to comply with such requirements or such recommendations 
of said Commissioners, the court may award such costs, including counsel fees, 
by way of penalty, on the return of said writs and after due delii>eration thereon, 
as may be just. 

(*) Any common carrier subject to the provisions of this act, may appeal to 
any district court of this State from any order made by said Commissioners reg- 
ulating or Siting its tariff of rates, fares, charges or classifications, or from any 
other order made by said Commissioners under the provisions of this act, by 
serving a notice in writing upon the secretary of said Commissioners, or any one 
of said Commissioners within sixty (60) days after such common carrier shall 
luive received written notice from said Commissioners of the making of such 
order. If the order appealed from does not regulate or flx the common carrier's 
tariff of rates, fares or charges, the district court to which the appeal is taken may 
in its discretion suspend the operation and effect of the order appealed from, pend- 
ing such appeal. The district courts of this State shall be deemed to be always in 
session for the purpose of hearing and determining all appeals taken under the 
provisions of this act. The common carrier taking such appeal ma/ bring the 
same on for hearing and determination at any time after taking such appeal, upon 
serving a notice to that effect upon any one of the Commissioners or upon their 
secretary at least sixty days prior to the day set for such hearing. The district 
court shall, upon the hearing of such appeal, receive and consider such evidence 
as may be adduced bv either party, and shall rescind, modify or alter said order 
appealed from in such manner as may be equitable and just. Either party may 
appeal from the decision of the district court to the Supreme Court of this State 
by serving a notice of such appeal upon the opposite party. For the purpose of 
hearing such appeals, the Supreme Coort shall always be In session, and appeals 
to it may be heard summarily by either party's serving upon the other a notice of 
hearing, at least fifteen days before the day fixed for such hearing. When evi- 
dence has been taken before the district court, such evidence may be signed by the 
judge* of said district court, the party presenting such evidence to said judges for 
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signature, giving the other partv five days' notice of the time and place of fucb 
presentation. The evidence signed as aforesaid, shall become part of the record 
in the case, and upon an appeal to the Supreme Court being taken as hereinbefore 
mentioned, shall be transmitted b^' the clerk of the district court to the Supreme 
Court, together with all records and liles in the case. The Supreme Court mar 
reverse, affirm or modify the decision of the district court as mav seem equitable 
and just. 

Sec. 9. The Attorney General of the Sute of North Dakota shall be «■ 
o^::ia attorney for the Commissioners 01 Railroads and shall give them such 
counsel and advice as they may from time to time require; and he shall institute 
and prosecute any [and] all suits which said Commissioners of Railroads may 
deem it proper and expedient to prosecute, and he shall render such Commis- 
sioners of Kailroada all counsel, advice and assistance neceeaary lo carry out the 
proviaions of this act, or of any law of this State, according to the ti ue intent 
and meaning thereof. It shall likewise be the duty of the district attorney of any 
county in which suit is instituted or prosecuted, to aid in the prosecution of the 
same to a final issue upon the request of such Commissioners. Said Commis. 
sloners are hereby authorized at the request of the Attorney General to employ 
such additional legal counsel as he may think proper, to assist in the prosecution 
of any suit they mav determine to bring under the provisions of this act, or of 
anv law of this State. 

Sec, la (0) That the Commissioners of Railroads shall have authority to 
inquire into the management of the business of all common carriers, subject to 
the provisions of this act, and shall keep itself informed as to the manner and 
method in which the same is conducted, and shall have the right to obtain from 
such common carriers full and complete information, necessary to enable the 
Commissioners to perform the duties and carry out the objects fur which they 
were created; in order to enable said Commissioners efficiently to perform their 
duties under this act, it is hereby made their duty to cause one of their number 
to visit the various stations on the lines of each railroad as often as practicable, 
after giving twenty (30) days' notice of such visit and the time and place thereof 
in the local newspapers, and at least once in twelve (u) months to visit each 
county in the State in which is or shall be located a railroad station and person- 
ally Inquire into the management of such railroad business, and for this purpose 
all railroad companies and common carriers, and their officers and employes, are 
required to aid and furnish each of the Commissioners with reasonable and 
proper facilities and each or all of the said Commissioners shall have the right, in 
his or their official capacity, [toj pass free on any railroad trains on all railroads 
in this State, and to enter and remain in at all suitable times, any and all cars, 
offices or depots on or upon the railroads of any railroad company in this State, 
in the performance of official duties; and whenever, in the judgment of the 
Commissioners, it shall appear that any common carrier fail$ in any respect or 
particular to comply with the laws of this State, or whenever in their judgment 
any repairs are nccessarv upon its railroad, or any addition to or change of its 
stations or station house is necessary, or any change in the mode of operating its 
mad or conducting its business is reasonable or expedient in order to promote the 
security, convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall 
inform such railroad company by a notice thereof in writing, to be served as a 
summons in civil actions is required to l>e served by the statutes of this State in 
actions against corporations, when certified by the clerk or secretary of the Rail- 
road Commissioners; and if such common carrier shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with such order, then the Commissioners may, in their discretion, cause 
suits oV proceedings to be instituted to enforce its orders as provided in this acL 

Sec. ic- (a) Tliat in case any common carrier, subject to the provisionsoi 
this act, shall do. cause lo be done, or permit to be done, any act or thing in this 
act prohibited, or declared to be unlawful, or shall omit to do any act, matter or 
thing in this act required to be done, such common carrier shall be liable to the 
person or persons, party or parties injured thereby, for the full amount of damages 
sustained in consequence of any sucli violations of the provisions of this act, to- 
gether with a reasonable couTisel or attorney's fees to be fixed by the court hi 
every case of recovery, which attorney's fees shall t>e taxed and collected as part 
of tiie costs in the case. 
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(t) That any person or persons, party or parties claiming to be damaged bf 
the action or non-action of any common carrier, subject to the provisions al thii 
acl, may either make complaint to the commisBioners, as hereinliefore provided 
for, or may bring suit in his or their own tiehalf for the recovery of the damage* 
for which such common carriers may be liable under the provislone of this set, iq 
any district court in the State, of competent jurisdiction ; but such person or per- 
sons shall not have the right to pursue both of said remedies at the same time. 

(c) In any such action brought for the recovery of damages the court before 
which the same shall be pending may compel any director, officer, receiver, 
trustee or agent of any corporation or company, defendant in such suit, to attend, 
appear and testify In such case, and may compel the production of the books and 
papers of such corporation or company party to any such suit; the claim that any 
' such testimony Or evidence may tend to criminate the person giving such evidence 
Bhall not excuse such witness froir, testifying, but such evidence or testimony 
shall not be used against such person on the trial of any criminal proceeding. 

Sec. 1 2. That any common carrier, subject to the provisions of this act, or 
whenever such common carrier is a corporation, any director or officer thereot, or 
any receiver, trustee, lessee, agent or person acting for or employed by such cor- 
poration, who alone or with any other corporation, companj-, person or party, 
shall willfully do or cause to be done, or shall willfully sufier or permit to be 
done, any act, matter or thing in this act prohibited or declared to be unlawful, or 
who shall aid or abet therein, or shall willfully omit or fail to do any act, matter 
or thing in this act required to be done, or shall cause or willfully suffer or per- 
mit any act, matter or thing so directed or required by this act to be done, not to 
be done, or shall aid or abet therein any such omission, or shall be guilty of any 
willful infraction of this act, or shall aid or abet therein, shall be deemed guilty 
of a violation of the provisions of this act, and shall, upon conviction (hereof in 
any district court of the State within the jurisdiction of which such offense was 
committed, be subject to a penalty of not less than $2,500 or more than $5,000 for 
the first offense, and not less than $5,000 or more than $10,000 for each subsc'- 
quent offense. 

Sec. 13. (a) That any person, firm, corporation or association, or any mer- 
cantile, agricultural or manufacturing society, or any body politic or municipal 
organization, complaining of anything done or omitted to be done by any com- 
mon carrier subject to the provisions of this act, in contravention of the provi- 
sions thereof, may apply to said Commissioners by petition, which shall briefij 
stale the facts. 

(*) Whereupon a statement of the charges thus made shall be forwarded b? 
the Commissioners to such common cairier, who shall he called upon to satis^ 
the complaint, or to answer the same in writing within a reasonable time, to be 
specified by the Commissioners. If such common carrier within the time spec- 
ified, shall make reparation for the injury alleged to have been done, said carrier 
shall be relieved of liability to the complaint only, for the particular violation of 
the law thus complained of. If such carrier shall not satisfy the comfjaint 
within the time specified, or there shall appear to be any reasonable ground for 
Investigating said complaint, it shall be the duty of the Commissioners summ&ily 
to investigate the matter complained of, in such manner and by such means as ft 
shall deem proper. No complaint shall at any time be dismissed because of ab- 
sence of direct damages to complainant. And for the purposes of this act the 
Commissioners shall have power to require the attendance of witnesses and the 
pnjduction af all books, papers, contracts, agreements and documents relating to 
any matter under investigation, and, to that end, may invoke the aid of any ofthe 
courts of this State, in requiring the attendance of witnesses and the production 
of books, papers, and documents, under the provisions of this act. 

(c) Anj' of the district courts of this State, with the jurkdiction of wbick 
such injury is carried on, shall, in case of contumacy or refusal to obey a sub- 
poena issued by the Commissioners to any common carrier subject to the pro* 
visions of this act, or, when such common carrier is a corporation, to an officer or 
agent thereof, or to any person connected therewith, if proceedings are instituted 
in the name of such Commissioners as plaintiffs, issue an order requiring such 
n carrier, officer or agent, or person to show cause why such contumacy 
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or refusal should not be punished as and lor contempt, and if upon the hearing 
the court finds that the injury is within the jurisdiction of the Commissioner. 
and that such contumacy or refusal is wilful and the same is persisted in. such 
contumacy or refusal shall be punished as though the same had taken place in an 
action pending in the district court for any judicial district in this State. The 
claim that any such testimony or evidence may tend to criminate the person 
giving such evidence shall not excuse such witness from testifyine; but such evi- 
dence or testimony shall not he used against such persons on tne trial of anv 

iVhenever an investigation shall be made by said Commission- 
ers, it shall be its duty to make a report in writing in respect thereto, which shall 
include the findings of fact upon which the conclusions of the Commissioners ere 
based, together with their recommendations as to what reparation, if any, should 
be made by the common carrier to party or parties who may tie found to have 
been injured; and such findings so made shall thereafter, in all judicial proceed- 
ings, be deemed /mna/af(c evidence as to each and every fact found. All reports 
of investigations made bv the Commissioners shall be entered of record, and a 
copy thereof shall be furnished to the party who may have complained, and to 
any common carrier that mav have been complained of, and the record thereof 
shall rbe] public. 

(i) If in any case in which an investigation shall be made by said Commis- 
sioners it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the Commissioners, either 
by testimony of witnesses or other evidence, that anything has been done or 
omitted to be done by any common carrier in violation of the provisions of this 
■ct or to any law cognizable by said commissioners, or that any injury or dam- 
ages has been sustained by the party or par'.ies complaining, or by other parties 
aggrieved in consequence of any such violation, it shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioners to forthwith cause a copy of its report in respect thereto to be deliv- 
ered to such common carrier, together with a notice to said common carrier to 
cease and desist from such violation and to make reparation for the injury so 
found to have been done within a brief and reasonable time, to be specified by the 
Commissioners ; and if within the time specified it shall be made to appear to tlie 
Commissioners that such common carrier has ceased from such violation of lau, 
and has made reparation for the injury found to have been done, in compliance 
with the report and notice of the Commissioners, or to the satisfaction of the 
party complaining, a statement to that effect shall he entered of record by the 
Commissioners, and the said common carrier shall thereupon be relieved from 



specified, to desist from such violation of law, and make reparation for the injury 
done in compliance with the notice and report of the Commissioners as afore- 
said, it shall be the duty of (he Commissioners to forthwith certify the fact oi 
such neglect or refusal, and forward a copy of its report and such certificate to 
the Attorney General of the State for redress and punishment as heieinafter pro- 
vided. 

Sec. IS- (rt) That it shall be the duly of the Attorney General to whom 
said Commissioners may forward their report and certificate, as provided in the 
neit preceding section of this act, when it shall appear from such report that any 
injury or damages has been sustained by any party or parties by reason of such 
violation of law by such common carrier, to forthwith cause suit to be brought ir 
the district court in the judicial district wherein such violation occurred, on behall 
and in the name of the person or persons injured, against such common carrier, 
for the recovery of damages for such injury as may have been sustained by the 
injured party ; and the cost and expenses of such prosecution siiall be paid out of 
the appropriation hereinafter provided for for the uses and purposes of this act. 

(ft) And the said court shall have power to hear and determine the matter 
on such.short notice to the common carrier complained of as the court shall deem 
reasonable; and such notice shall be served on such common carrier, his or iu 
officers, agents or servants, in such manner as the court shall direct ; and said court 
shall proved to hear and determine the matter speedily, and without the formal 
pleading and proceedings applicable to ordinary suits in equity; but in such 
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m»nner as to do justice in the premises, and to this end the court shall have 
poner, If it thinks fit, to direct and prosecute in such mode and by such persons 
as it may appoint, all such inquiries as the court may think needful to enable It to 
form a just judgment in the matter of such petition. And on such hearing the 
report of said Commissioners shall be frima facie evidence of the matters therein 
stated. 

(e) And if it be made to appear to such court, on such hearing or on report ol 
any such person or persons that the lawful order or requirement of such Commis- 
iioners drawn in question has been violated or disobeyed, it shall be lawful for 
such court to issue a writ of injunction or other proper process, mandatory or 
otherwise, to restrain such common carrier from further continuing such viola- 
tion or such disobedience of such order or requirement of said Commissioners, 
and enjoining obedience to the same ; and in case of any disobedience of any such 
writ of injunction or proper process, mandatory or otherwise, it shall be lawful 
for such courts to issue writs of attachment, or any other process of said court 
incident or applicable to writs of injunction or other proper process, mandatory 
orotherwise, against such common carrier; and if a corporation, against one or 
more of the directors, officers or agents of the same, or against any owner, 
lessee, trustee, receiver or other person failing to obey such writ of injunction or 
other proper process, mandatory or otherwise; and said court may, if it shall 
think fit, make an order directing such common carrier or other person so diso- 
beying such writ of injunction or other proper process, mandatory or otherwise, 
lo pay such sum of money not exceeding [for] each carrier or person in default 
the sum of five hundred (soo) dollars for every day after a day to be named in 
the order, that such carrier or other person shall fail to obey such injunction or 
other proper process, mandatory or otherwise; and such moneys shall be payable 
as the court shall direct, either to the party complaining or into court to abide the 
ultimate decision of the court; and payment thereof may, without prejudice to 
any other mode of recovering the same, be enforced by attachment or order in 
the nature of a writ of execution, in like manner as If the same had been recov* 
ered by a final decree in fersaaam in such court. Either party lo such proceeding 
before said court may appeal to the Supreme Court of the State, under the same 
regulations now provided by law in respect to security for such appeal ; but such 
appeal shall not operate to stay or supersede the order of the court or the execu- 
tion of any writ or process thereon, unless the court hearing or deciding such 
case should otherwise direct; and such court mav, in every such matter, order 
the payment of such costs and counsel fees as shall be deemed reasonable. 

(d) In case the Attorney General shall not within a period of ten (lo) days 
after the making of any order by the Commissioners, commence judicial pro- 
ceedings for the enforcement thereof, any railroad company, or other co. 
carrier affected by such order, may at any time within the period of thirt; 
days after the service of it upon him or it of such order, and before comn 
ment of proceedings, appeal tlierefrom to the district court of any judicial dls- 
Irici through or into which his or its route may run, ^ the service of a written 
notice of such appeal upon some member of such Commissioners. And upon 
the taking of such appeal, and the filing of the notice thereof, with the proof of 
service, in the office of the clerk of such court, there shall be deemed to be pend- 
ing in such court a civil action of the character and for the purpose mentioned in 
Sections eleven (ll) and fifteen (15) of this act. Upon such appeal, and upon the 
hearing of and application for the enforcement of any such order made by the 
Commissioners or by the Attorney General, the court shall have jurisdiction to 
examine the whole matter in controversy, including matters of fact as well as 
questions of law, and to affirm, modify or rescind such order in whole or in part, 
as justice may require. No appeal as aforesaid etiall stay or supersede the order 
appealed from and pending the final decision of all appeals to the courts the rates 
filed shall remain In full force and effect. 

Sec. 16. (a) That whenever facts, in any manner ascertained by said Com- 
missioners, shall in their judgment warrant a prosecution, it shall be the duty of 
said Commissioners to immediately cause suit to be instituted and prosecuted 
against any common carrier who may violate any of the provisions of this act, or 
of any law of this State. All such prosecutions shall be in the name of the State 
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of North Dakota encept ae otherwise provided in thie act, or in any law of tliii 
State, and may be instituted in any county in the State throueh or into which 
the line of any common carrier so sued may extend, and all penalties recovered 
under the provisions of this act, or of any Jaw of this State, in any suit inetituled 
in the name ot the State, shall be immediatelv paid Into the State Treasury by the 
sheriff or other officer or person collecting the same; and the same shall be bj 
the State Treasurer placed to the credit of the general revenue fund. 

(6) For the purpose of this act, except its penal provisions, the district court* 
and Supreme Court of the State shall be deemed to be always in open session. 

Sec. 17. fa) That the Commissioners are hereby directed to require annual 
reports from all common carriers subject to the provisions of this act, to fit Uk 
time and presci ibe the manner in which said reports shall be made, and to require 
from such carriers specific answers to all questions upon which the Conimii- 
sioners may need information. Such annual reports shall shovp in detail the 
amount of capital stock issued, the amounts paid therefor, and the mannerof pay- 
inent for the same, the dividends paid, the surplus fund, if any, and the number 
of stockholders, the funded and Boating debts and the interest paid thereon; the i 
cost and value of the carrier's property, franchises and equipment, the numberof 
employes and the salary paid each class, the amounts expended for improvement! 
each year, how expended, and the character of such improvements; the eamingi 
and receipts of each branch of business, and from all twurces, the operating and 
other expenses; the balance of profit and loss; and complete exhibit of the linanciil 
operations of the carrier each year, including an annual balance sheet; also the 
total number of acres of land received as grants from the United States, the num- 
ber of acres of said grants sold, and average price received per acre, the num- 
ber of acres of grants unsold and the appraised value per acre. Such detailed le- 
ports shall also contain such information In relation to rates or regulations con- 
cerning fares or freights and agreements, arrangements or contracts with exprest 
companies, to telegraph companies, sleeping and dining car companies, fast freight 
lines, and other common carriers, as the Commissioners may require, with copin 
of such contracts, ^reements or arrangements. 

Sec. iS. (a) That such Commissioners shall, on or before the first day ol 
December in each year, and oftener if required by the Governor to do so, make 1 
report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, containing suck 
facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the actual working of the sys- 
tern of railroad transportation in Its bearings upon the business and prosperity ct 
the people of this State, and such snggestions In relation thereto as to them 
may teem appropriate. 

(ft) They^ shall also, at such times as the Governor shall direct, examine wit 
particular subject connected with the conditions and management of such rail- 
roads and report to him in writing their opinion thereon, with their reasons there- 
for- Said Commissioners shall also investigate and consider what, if any, amend- 
ment or revision of the railroad laws of this Slate, the best interests of the State 
demand, and they shall make a special biennial report on said subject to the Go>- 
ernor. All such reports made to the Governor shall be by him transmitted la 
the Legislature at the earliest practicable time. 

(c) Nothing in this act contained shall in any way abridge or alter the reme- 
dies now existing at common law or by statute, but the provisions of this act are 
in addition tosuch remedies; Promdei, That no pending litigation shall in snv 
way be affected \>y this act. The decision of a majority of the Commission Bhill 
be considered the decision of the Board on alt questions arising for its considen- 
tion. Witnesses summoned before the Commission shall be paid the same feci 
and mileage that are paid witnesses in the district court of the State. Alt ei- 
penses of the Commission in making an investigation or examinations in aaj 
other place than the city of Bismarck, shall be allowed and paid out of the Stsie 
Treasury on the presentation of itemized vouchers therefor approved by the 
chairman of the Commission and the State Auditor. 

Sbc. 19. All acts and parts of [acts] conflicting with the provisions of thii 
act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 30, An emergency existing, in the fact that there is no law in forct 
which properly defines the duties and powers of the Board of Railroad Commit 
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tioners, this act is intended to remedj' that defect ; this act shall ta.ke effect a. 
Id force from and after Its passage and approval.

CLASSIFICATION OF OPERATING EXPENSES 



AS PRESCRIBED BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF RAILROADS OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA. 
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To Carriers: 

The distribution of operating expenses herein prescribed Is Bubstaiitially a re- 
issue of the classification as adopted by tlie conx-ention of State Railroad Com- 
missioners, held at Saratoga in June, 1879. with such modifications as are neces- 
sarv to bring it into accord with the requirements of the form of report adopted 
by this Commission. 

A general division is called for under the four headings, viz: 

Maintenance of Way and Structures. 

Maintenance of Equipment. 

Conducting Transportation. 

General Expenses. 

The amounts of the separate items are to be apportioned as between pas- 
senger and freight traffic. All expenses which are naturally chargeable to either 
passenger or freight tratKc should be entered in their respective columns in the 
report; expenses which are not naturally chargeable to either traffic should be 
apportioned on a mileage basis, making the division as between passenger and 
freight traffic in the proportion which the passenger and freight train mileage 
bears to the total mileage of trains earning revenue. This computation should be 
made from the data furnished under train mileage, on page 61 (or 63) of the re- 

The expenses incurr^ in connection with mixed t 
ally provided for, will, for the present, be divided as on 
three- fourths to freight. 

When no specific account is provided for an expenditure, it should be entered 
under an analogous head. 

The classification of expenses now prescribed will govern in the reports to 
this Commission, but railway companies may at their option increase the subdi- 
vision of expenses to any extent thev desire; Proiided., That such apportionment 
may at anv time be accurately consolidated under the headings herein. 

It is desired that the distribution of expenses here given will be closely ob- 
served by all roads in order that uniformity may be secured in this respect in the 
reports to be made to the Commission. 

The few changes made in this issue of the "Classification" are as follows: 
"Mail Cranes" added on page 8, under "Repairs of Roadways:" "Docks." and 
"Wharves, etc.," struck from list on page 12, under "Repairs of Buildings;" and 
on page 36 the heading "Rents of Buildings, Tracks. Yards, and Terminals" now 
reads "Rents of Buildings and Other Property," the explanatory matter under the 
aame being also re- written. 

MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES. 



This account embraces all expenditures on account of the roadbed and track 
(including sidings) except cost of rails and ties ; it includes track laid in buildings 
and upon turn tables, bridges and culverts, except cost of rails and ties; also cost 
of keeping tunnels in order, clearing the track of snow and ice, cutting and re- 
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moving weeds, brush, and grass fro 
masters, section foremen, track laborers, track watchmen, gravet pit men. gravel 
train engine men and train men. and men einpi6jed in operating steam shoiels, 
scrapers, pile drivers, and ditchers while engaged in track renewals and repairs.

This account includes material consumed in getting derailed or wrecked 
equipment «n the track, or in removing same from the roadway and track, when 
not otherwise provided for herein. 

It should also be charged with the cost of repairs of steam shovels, scrapers, 
pile drivers, and ditchers, iv&en used upon track work, and of snow plows, when 
such plows are separate implements and not fixtures to locomotives, and oil, waste, 
and tallow used on track, except oil used in awiich lamps, which should be charged 
to "Statkm Supplies." 

It embraces cost of ballast of all kinds, and fixtures, tools, and other articles 
used in connection with the track, such as shovels, bolts, nuts, spikes, splices, 
frogs, guardrails, switch frames, switch stands and fixtures, spad-s, picks, scvthes, 
grubbing hooks, whetstones, hoes, switch houses, handcar houses, section house!. 
watch houses used by track watchmen, handcars, dumpcars, and other tools of 
trackmen and gravel pit men ; also lanterns, torpedoes, flags, brooms, matches, oil 
cans, stoves and stove tixturea, and other implements and supplies used in connec- 
tion with the track, or in watch houKs connected therewith, not provided for 
elsewhere herein, and breakwaters made to protect track. 

When section houses are intended to be used for other purposes, such as 
«ton^e of miscellaneous material, living hou:es for section men. or for handling 
traffic, the cost of repairs of same should be charged to " Repairs of Buildings." 

When a track is taken up, the labor expended in taking up such track should 
be chatted to this account, whether another track is laid to replace it or not. -

This account Includes the cost of new, usabl*-, and re-rolled rails, actually 
laid in track, on t>ndges, turn tables, or in buildings, including the cost of trans- 
portation to point of delivery on the lineof the company laying the same, less the 
value of the old rails taken up. It does not, however, include labor expended in 
inspecting, loading, unloading, or laying rails, repairing at the company's rail 
mills, cutting, drilling, slotting, etc., nor cost of removing the old metal taken 
from the track ; these various items of expense being chargeabl*' to " Repairs of 
Roadway." 



This account includes charges for new ties laid ii 
tables, or in buildings, including cost of transportatlor 
line of the company laying the same. It does not, however, include lalwr e 
pended in inspecting, loading, unloading, and laying ties, or cost of removing old 
ties taken up; these various items of expense being chai^eable to "Repairs of 
Roadway." 



This account includes all chaises for and un account of repairs and renewals 
of bridges and culverts, including the substructure and superstructure, also cost 
of repairs and renewals of piers, abutments, etc.. necessary to protect or strengthen 
bridges and culverts against ice, water, etc., and the cost of cleaning the channel 
under bridges and culverts. 

This account embraces cost of filling trestles, wages of bridge watchmen and 
bridge tenders, repairs of bridges watch-houses and supplies and implements ap- 
pertaining thereto, not otherwise provided for herein, such as brooms, flags,'lan- 
lerne, matches, oil, oil cans, pails, signal lamps, stoves, stove fixtures, tallow, 
waste, water barrels, and fuel consumed by stationary engines for draw-bridges. 

When a locomotive or car has been derailed or wrecked upon a bridge or cul- 
vert, in consequence of any deftct in said bridge or culvert, the cost of material 
used in putting the equipment back upon the track or in removing the same 
should be charged to this account. 

The cost of removing old bridges, preparatory to the construction of new, is 
chargeable to this account. 

Overhead bridges, roadways running under track, and viaducts are not in. 
eluded in this account, being chargeable to "Repairs of Fences, Road Crossings, 
Signs, and Cattle Guards," 

No charge should be made to this account for the appurtenances belonging 
to the track, such as bolts, chairs, guard rails, rails, spikes, splices, and cross-ties, 
same being provided for elsewhere herein. 

The following are the principal classes of structures coming under the head 
of this account, with the chai'acteri sties peculiar to each, \'Iz : 

Iron Bridce. — Subslructute.- — Excavations for foundations on hard pan, 
stone, piles or timber foundations, piers and wall plates. Suferstructure. — Bottom

This account includes the cost of excavation, foundations, drainage, water, gas 
and sewer pipes and stationary flxtures appertaining thereto, walls, chimneys, roofs, 
cornices, floors, partitions, shelving, stairs, vaults, windows, window flxtures, 
doors, door fixtures, baseboards, lathing, plastering, wainscoating, painting, glaz- 
ing, whitewashing, steam-heating apparatus and fixtures, electric light apparatus 
and fixtures, grading and putting grounds in order. 

The cost of removing old buildings, preparatory to the construction of new. 
Is chargeable to (his account. 

Renewals and repairs of furniture and fixtures used in buildings included 
under this head, not otherwise provided for herein, should be charged to this 
account.

All expenses in connection with the maintenance of way and structures n 
otherwise speclficallj provided for sliould be given under this head. As far 
possible all such expenses should be classed with analogous articles. 

MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT. 



This account includes the renewals and repairs necessary to keep passenger 
locomotives, tenders and sn^w -plows (when the latter are attached to locomotives 
and not separate implements) in as good order as when first built; also toots, fur- 
niture, and other articles required for actual service, such as bkcb, hammers, 
hatchets, sledges, shovels, switch. ropes, jack-screws, frogs, wrenches, packing- 
hooks, files, crow-bars, chisels, oil-cans, lamps, lanterns, clocks, cushions, flags, etc. 

This account also includes the cost of passenger locomotives, tenders, snow- 
plows, and appurtenances thereunto belonging, built or purchased to make good 
the original numlier charged to construction, including furniture, tools, and lixt- 
ures used on such locomotives, tenders and snow plows. If a passenger loco- 
motive is destroyed, worn out or lost, the cost of tlie locomotive taking its place 
should be chained to this account. 

It embraces locomotives engaged exclusively in hauling and switching pass- 
enger trains, and 25 per cent, of locomotives engaged in hauling mixed passenger 
and freight trains. 

The wages of pattern makers, while engaged in making patterns for passenger 
locomotives, should be charged to this account. 



This account includes the renewals and repairs necessary to keep freight lo- 
comotives, tenders and snow plows (when the latter are attached to locomotives 
and not separate implements) in as good order as when first built; also tools, fur- 
niture and other articles required for actual service, such as axes, hammers, 
hatchets, sledges, shovels, switch ropes, jack-screws, frogs, wrenches, packing 
hooks, files, crowbars, chisels, oil cans, lamps, lanterns, clocks, cushions, flags, etc. 

This account also includes the cost of freight locomotives, tenders, snow 
plows and appurtenances thereunto belonging, built or purchased to make good 
the original number charged to construction, including furniture, tools and fixt- 
ures used on such locomotive;, tenders and snow plows. If a freight locomotive 
is destroyed, worn out or lost, the cost of the locomotive taking its place should 
be charged to this account. 

It embraces locomotives engaged exclusivelv in hauling and switching freight 
trains. 7s per cent, of locomotives engaged in hauling mixed freight and passenger 
trains, and locomotives engaged in ballasting, construction work, or any other 
service except hauling passenger trains. 

The wages of pattern makers, while engaged in making patterns for freight 
locomotives, should be charged to this account.

ThiB object cannot be literally secured, but a close estimate may be obtained if ac- 
countants and others will keep in mind the purpose of the distribution. It is a- 
sumed that there is a natural division of the service between passenger and freight 
locomotives. As a matter of fact, however, passenger locomotives are sometimes 
used to haul freight trains, and vice vena. When this Is only done occasionalij, 
it need not be noticed in the accounts; but when a locomotive is trsnsferred from 
one kind of service to the other for a considerable period, the wear and tear grow- 
ing out of such transfer should be charged where it belongs. It is probably true, 
as a rule, that transfers tietween the service will very nearly balance each other: 
but when there is a preponderance either wa^ it should be remembered in dis- 
tributing the cost of keeping the machines in order, otherwise the object of the 
distribution, namely, to ascertain the estimated cost per mile run by passenger and 
freight locomotives respectively, will not be attained.]

The wages of engine-men of construction trains should not be charged here, 
but to the account for which the material hauled is used. 

The wages of engine-men engaged in running working trains should be 
charged to the account mostly benefitted thereby- 

The wages of engine-men when employed in shops should be charged to the 
account upon which-they are at work, the same as other mechanics. This ac- 
count includes wages of employes engaged in wiping, firing-up, and dispatching 
locomotives. 



This account Includes the cost of water furnished locomotives. When water 
ased by locomotives Is purchased of corporations or individualt, the cost thereof 
is chargeable under this head. It embraces the wages of employes engaged in 
supplying water; also cost of fuel, oil, and waste us^ by pumping engines, and 
(he cost of horses and expenses incident to their use, when used at water stations. 
The expense of water used as a train supply, station supply.or for other purposes, 
ihould not be charged here. 

It does not include the repairs of the buildings proper at water sutions, or of 
stationary fixtures appertaining thereto, such as tanks, tubs, wells, etc.; such struc- 
tures being included in "Repairs of Buildings.' 



This account embraces the cost of oil, waste and tallow used in lubricating 
and cleaning locomotives, including oil nsed in headlights and other lights ana 
signals, and for the steam and water-guage lamps; also other supplies ter loco- 
motives not charge^le under "Repairs and Renewals of Locomotives."

This account includes rent paid for the use of telegraph and telephone lines, 
also salaries of train-dispatchers, telegraph operators and messengers. 

When an employe connected with the telegraph service also acts as station 
agent, clerk, or in any other capacity, the proportion of his wages that should be 
charged to this account and the proportion that should be cliarged to other ex- 
pense accounts should be determined by the superintendent of the division. In 
consultation with the superintendent of telegraph. The proportion, when once 
determined, should not be varied except for cause. 

WAGES OF STATION AGENTS, CLERKS AND LABORERS. 

This account includes salaries of assistant division superintendents, train mis- 
ters, freight and ticket agents in charge of stations, depot masters, station passen- 
ger agents, general agents at local points, and other officials occupying analogous 

When an agent is also telegraph operator his wages will be distributed as di- 
rected under "Enpense of Telegraph, including Train Dispatchers and Operators." 

It also includes salaries of assistant agents, cashiers, and clerks at stations. 

This account includes wages of unskilled laborers, viz: 

Station baggage-men, yard-masters, callers, gatekeepers (not at crossings), 
janitors, porters, warehousemen, freight-house foremen, freight callers, tallymen, 
deliverymen, teamsters, messengers, scalemen, coopers at stations and shops, sta- 
tionary -engine men ol engines used for heating purposes; also employes en^i^ 
In carrying and weighing mails, in cleaning cars of every description, in placing 
derailed locomotives and cars on the track, and in handling baggage and mails, 
and freight disturbed by wrecks, together with the expense incident thereto. This 
account also includes wages of employes engaged in digging, loading and drying 
sand, inspecting smoke-stacks, cleaning and sweeping out round-houses, operating 
turn-tables, cleaning cllnker-plts, and carrying out cinders, washing boilers, clean- 
ing fire-boxes, and watching round-houses. 



This account Includes the cost of fuel used in freight and passenger offict* 
and other station buildings, and in engine-houses not used as shops. 

It includes the cost of gas, oil. kerosene, candles, wicking, supplies for elec- 
tric lights, etc., used in lighting the buildings and offices of the class named above, 
and for supplies used in the lanterns of the employes immediately connected witli 
them; also the supplies u^ed for signals. -^wHtJies, etc., at. stations.

This account includes charges for loss or damage of freight, parcels, express 
matter, baggage, and other property intrusted for transportation, including live- 
stock received for shipment, and all expenses directly incident thereto; it also 
includes the wages and expenses of employes engaged either as adjusters or other- 
wise, not elsewhere provided for herein. 

This account includes charges for damages to or destruction of property other 
than that intrusted for transportation, whether occasioned by lire or otherwise, 
but not including the premium paid for insurance, which should hie charged to 
"Insurance;"* or the legal expenses incurred in connection with the damages 
referred to, which are embraced under the head of "Legal Expenses." 

It includes the charges for cattle and other live-stock killed or injured by 
k>comotlves or trains while crossing or trespassing on the right of way ; also wages 
and expenses of employes engaged as witnesses. 

This account does not include the cost of any property belonging to the com- 
pany that may be damaged or destroyed by fire. When property of the company 
that is damaged or destroyed by fire is repaired or renewed, the cost thereof should 
be chaiged to the proper operating account, as the case may be. 

Matertal in shops or stares, when destroyed by fire or otherwise, should be 
chaiged at once to the account or accounts to which it would have t>een charged 
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in the regular course of butineee. When thU can not be determined, the accoan^ 
ing officer will designate how the charge should be madel 

Loss and damage should be apportioned as between freight and passenger, 
upon an equitable basis according to the facts. 

INJURIES TO PERSONS. 

This account embraces all chains on account of persons killed or injured. 
It includes compensation paid to injured persons, their guardians, heirs, relative*, 
and attorneys; fees and expenses of doctors, coroners, undertakers, witnesses and 
others (except lawyers' fees and court expenses); bills for board; wages and ex- 
penses of employes engaged as witnesses or otherwise; also wages and expense* 
of those occupied in connection with the adjustment of claims coming under this 

Amounts paid as wages to injured or disabled persons when continued in the 
employ of the company, while their case is under advisement or otherwise, are 
chargeable to this account. 

Injuries to persons should be apportioned to the train which occasioned (he 
outlay — freight or passenger, as the fact was. 

WAGES, FUEL, 

This account should embrace all expenditures incurred in the operation of 
the floating equipment, including w^es, fuel, and supplies for boats of everj 
character used in conducting transportation.
